GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF THE STATE OF TENNESSEE, 


GENTLEMEN :— : 
; We, the undersigned, Board of Inspectors, having 
been appointed for, and during thé term of two years, by his Excel- 
lency, Gov. William B. Campbell, immediately entered проп 
the duties of our office: and on the Ist day of January, 1852, we 
met at the Tennessee Penitentiary, and‘proceeded to'the election 
of the various officers. We elected Mr. Charles M. Hays, Agent, 
and Keeper of- the ‘Tennessee Penitentiary for the term of two 
years: Mr. David C. Love, Treasury Clerk of Tennessee Peniten- 
tiary; and Mr. Thomas. А. King, Auditing Clerk: of Tennessee 
Penitentiary. Allof whóm immediately entered upon the discharge. 
of their various duties ; and we take great pleasure in reporting to 
your honorable body, that, for twenty-one months they have per- 
formed their respective duties faithfully and efficiently, say from 
Ist January, 1852, to 30th September, 1853, . We have visited the 
Prison once a month, and sometimes ofténer, when necessary, and 
at all times-when we visited the Prison, we fonnd the respective 
officers at their respective.posts, and ready and willing to give us 
any information that we wished with regard to the condition of the 
inmates, and their various occupations, &c., &e. - : ` 
It is with much gratification that ‘we find ourselves able to report 
the Institution in a.próspérous and, flourishing condition in all its 
departments. The Agent, Mr. Charles M. Hays. entered upon the 
discharge of his duties under very unfavorable circumstances, 
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having had little ог no experience in the various duties that 
devolved upon him. He also found the Institution very limitedly 
supplied with the various materials for carrying on the different 
departments of business. This, in addition to the high prices 
of the same, as well as of Provisions, were very serious difficul- 
ties. It would be unjust to omit an expression of our high appro- 
bation of the manner in which the present Agent and Keeper has 
discharged the duties of his office. 

Entering upon his task with so many difficulties and discourage- 
ments, he has, by zealous devotion to his various and arduous duties, . 
and by- judicious measures, brought the affairs of the Institution 
to a point of prosperity, which will bear a favorable comparison 
with that of any previous period: in proof of which, we refer you 
to his report, (which is herewith submitted, and made part of this 
report,) and to which we also beg leave to refer you for the details 
of his management during the period above stated. We fully con- . 
cur with Mr. Hays in his views as to the necessity of some modifi- 
cations in regard to the Prison Grounds, Buildings, &c.; and we 
beg leave, most respectfully, to.ask your attention to, and favorable 
consideration of, the suggestions he has embodied in his report: 
leaving it to your wisdom to decide what steps shall be taken to 
obviate or correct the difficulties referred to; and we would respect- 
fully suggest the importance of your Honorable body appointing a 
committee at as early a period as convenient, to visit the Prison and 
Grounds, with a view to some early action by your body. 

We would further suggest that we elected the venerable Dr. 
Felix Robertson, Physician to the Institution; (whose report is 
herewith annexed, and made part of this report;) he has regu- 
larly attended to the discharge of his duties, and by his advice, and 
the co-operation of the Agent, and by а judicious system of sani- 
tary regulations, by attention to their bodily comforts, the quality 
of their food, their personal cleanliness, &c., they have preserved 
the health of the prisoners. On the other hand, while holding the 
reins of government firmly, and maintaining an exact discipline, 
the Agent has, by kind, humane, and considerate treatment, touched 
their moral sense, and brought them to a comparatively, contented 
ee to the hardships of a lot which they are compelled to 
endure. У 

We beg leave, herewith, respectfully, to refer. you to the report 
of the Chaplain, (which is made part of this report,) for the morals 
and religious training, and present. condition of the convicts; also, 
to some suggestions made by-the Chaplain, as to your future course 
in regard to that branch of operations. | 

All of which is respectfully submitted. "

AGENT’S REPORT. 


TENNESSEE PENITENTIARY, 5

To Messrs. James Johnson, William Donelson, and Hawes Graves, 

Inspectors, фе: 

GENTLEMEN :— 
In accordance with the requirements of the law, I 

have the:honor to present to you this, my first Official Report, on 

the present condition, and‘general affairs of the Institution under 

my charge. 

When I first. entered upon the discharge of the duties devolved 
on me Бу law, on the first day of January, 1852, there was on hand 
buta small amount of cash, and a very limited supply of materials- 
for manufacturing purposes, as may be-seen by reference to the 
report of a Committee appointed by the last General Assembly.— 
There was also a considerable amount ‘of indebtedness. To enter 
into office under circumstances so inauspicious, was sufficiently 
discouraging ; and I therefore now feel the greater pleasure in 
being able to report the Institution in a highly prosperous and flour- 
ishing condition, as well in the Financial and Manufacturing 

epartments, as in its domestic arrangements, and internal policy; 
all of which will more fully appear on an examination of the Беће- 
dules herewith submitted, and to which I beg leave, respectfully, to 
refer you as part of this report. | 

The general transactions of the Finance Department аге embrac- 
ed in the Schedule marked [A]; on refering to which you will see 
that the former Agent and Keeper paid over a cash balance-of 
$430 05; in addition to which I have collected, during the period 
embraced in this report, say from 1st January, 1852, to the 30th 
September, 1853, the sum of $8,374 29, for debts due the Institu- 
tión previous to 1852—making in all, the sum of $8,804 84, receiv- ` 
ed on the old account. During the same period, however, I have 
paid out, as per vouchers on file, in liquidation of claims. against 
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the Institution, accruing previous to 1852, the sum of $10,831 59, 
thereby leaving a balance in favcr of the new account of 2,027 95, 
which is transferred to the new books opened on my accession to 
the office of Agent and Keeper. At the same time, according to a 
provision of the last General Assembly, the open accounts remain. 
ing on the old books, were transferred to a “ Suspense Account.” 
Of these, rbany are wholly worthless—some are disputed as having 
been paid, while no credit, or record of such payment appears on 
the old books. Ап examination of the books themselves, will show 
the truth of this statement. The outstanding balance of notes and 
atcounts due on the “ Suspense Account,” is $18,018 65; of which 
but a small portion will be realized. ` 

The same Schedule will further inform you that the amount of 
cash received from the sale of manufactured articles since Ist 
January, 1852, is $31,752 42. Т ајво received from the State Bank 
the appropriation made by the last General Assembly of $20,000, 
making in all, the зат of $51,782 42; of whieh there has been 
expended, as per vouchers on file, the sum of $49,556 93—leaving 
on hand, on the 30th of September, 1853, a cash balance of two 
thousand, one hundred and seventy-five dollars and forty-nine cents 
—($2.175 49.) 

In the Manufacturing Department, by reference tothe same Sched- 
ule, [A,] you will see that the -finished work and materials which 
came into my hands when I entered office on the Ist January, 1852, 
amounted to $4,562 95. Of this, however, the materials, valued 
at full prices, made only about $2,300. The Tools, - Shop-furni- 
ture, &c., &с., amounted to $5,125. In addition to this, there have 
been since purchased, supplies of materials, tools, &c., for carrying 
on the various works, amounting to $33,691 50. During the twen- 
ty-one months ending September 30, 1853, the Industrial products 
amounted to (8111.605 46)--опе hundred and eleven thousand six 
hundred and five dollars and forty-six cents; to which add, for 
value, of finished and unfinished work still on hand, for stock. 
materials, tools, steam engine, &c., &c., 839.777 49 cents, and you 
have a sum of $144,382 95, showing a balance in favor of the 
department of $96,004 20. | 

And here there is a point which it is proper to explain, to which 
I desire to invite your especial attention. In the preceding para- 
graph, the produets of the labour of the conviets during the period 
embraced in this report, is stated at $111,605 46. Of this amount, 
$56,455 11, is the proceeds of the manufacturing convicts who are 
one half of the whole number: the remainder of the large sum, 
viz: $55,159 35 is the value of the labor of the other half of the 
prisoners who are employed on the State Capitol work, including 
cost of hauling, hire-of wagoners, forage, and provender for the 
teams, &c. You will at once observe that the one half who are 
employed in manufacturing, yield more revenue than those employ- 
ed on the State works. You will, also, further observe. that the

earnings of the convicts employed on the State works, are not paid 
for in cash! The, above sum of $55,150 35, earned during the past 
twenty-one months stands charged on our books to the Capitol 
Commissioners, but not a dollar from that source has ever come into the 
Treasury of this Institution. The actual cash with-which to pur- 
chase tools and materials, to pay all the expenses of the establish- 
ment, and carry on all the works, is derived. so far as convict labor 
is concerned, solely from the sale of manufactured articles, -But 
one half of the prisoners could scarcely be expected to maintain, 
not only themselves, but the other half too, and pay all expenses 
besides, without help from some other source. Hence, the necessity 
of sometimes asking the aid of the State in the form of an appro- 
priation ; and such appropriation, when granted, is not in fact, a 
bonus or a gratuity, but rather а payment by the State, of part of a 
debt due from one of her own institutions, (the Capitol), to another, 
(the Penitentiary). Had the work done by the convicts been per- 
formed by other persons, the State would have had to pay the whole 
$55,150 35 above mentioned, instead of only paying the last appro- 
priation of $20,000. І have ventured to set this matter before you, 
because I believe, that it will furnish a satisfactory answer to a 
question which has been, and probably will again, be asked—viz : 
“Why 18 it, that, while the Institution is represented to be in a 
healthy, prosperous, and flourishing condition, there is always an 
appropriation asked in aid of it?” The solution will, I think, be 
found in the remarks just submitted. 

The concluding portion of the same Schedule, shows the final 
result of the transactions of the last twenty-one months—viz: 
Receipts and dues from all sources, including State appropriation 
of $20,000, and State works, $123,164 88: paid for General Expen- 
ses, Wages, Victualling Department, &c., $37,001 14—leaving a 
balance in favor of the Institution, of $86,163 84. | 

By ап Act of the last Legislature а new Clerkship was created, 
with a salary of $800 per annum. At the same time, all the other 
salaries, (except those of the Agent and Keeper, and of the Treas- 
ury Clerk), were increased; making in all, an increase over the 
amount, formerly paid for these services, of three thousand eight 
hundred and seventy-six dollars. 

By the same Act, the Agent and Keeper was authorized and 
required to erect a sufficiency of Cells for the accommodation of 
the prisoners, who were increasing in number. Accordingly, thir- 
ty-two new cells have been built—as many as the present extent 
of the prison grounds would reasonably admit of. They have been 
constructed, in a solid and substantial manner, at a cost of $3,293 
02, and paid for out of the resources of the prison. Notwithstand- 
ing this increase, the number of Cells is still insufficient—there 
being only 232 Cells, whilst there are 240 conyicts. This reduces 
the Keeper to the absolute necessity of sometimes placing two 
prisoners in one Cell, which is a violation of the State law regulat- 
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ing prison discipline; and also, is often injurious to the health of 
the convicts. The constant gradual increase in the number .of 
prisoners, renders it imperatively necessary, that some steps should 
be speedily taken to meet the urgency of the case; either by 
increasing the extent of the prison grounds; or by procuring anoth- 
er location for a more ample establishment in the neighborhood of . 
the city; or by creating another similar establishment at some point 
in the Western part of the State. In view of this last suggestion, 
it may be proper to state, that the number of convicts from West 
Tennessee amounts to seventy-two, of whom fifty are from the . 
county of Shelby alone. And in connection with this subject, the 
great difficulty of obtaining, during the Summer months, a suffi- 
cient supply of water for the purposes of the Establishment, seems 
also to call for some modification, at least, of the existing arrange- 
ments. 

I have deemed it my duty to offer these suggestions. It is for 
you to present them to the notice of thé Legislature if you think 
proper to do so, and for them to decide what shall be done in the 
premises. | 

Annexed to this report, and offered as part of the same, there is 
a number of Statistical tables, embodying such information in 
regard to the inmates of the Penitentiary, as I have thought it use- 
ful and interesting to communicate, and to which I beg leave to 
direct your attention. Schedule B., shows the number of convicts 
on the 1st of January, 1852, to have been 218, In addition to these, 
there had been admitted, up to the 30th of September, 1853, 139; 
whilst, during the same period, 110 were discharged, and 7 died, 
leaving 240 in custody at the date of this report. The other 
papers annexed, and marked with letters C, D, &c., contain a great 
variety of facts concerning the inmates of the prison, for the par- 
ticulars of which I beg leave to refer to the tables themselves. 
There is one of these statements to which I cannot refrain from 
calling your particular attention. It is the conclusion of Schedule 
Е, which records the number of deaths during the twenty-one 
months of my incumbency. You will perceive that out of the 
whole number of convicts during that period, there have been only 
seven deaths, one of which was accidental, occasioned by a fall. 
This is a gratifying proof of the efficacy of the sanitary regula- 
tions which have been adopted, the system of cleanliness, and fre- 
quent bathing in hot weather, which have been so rigidly enforced: 
30 that out of an average duily population of 220 persons, only seven 
have died in twenty-one months !—a bill of mortality which will 
compare favorably with many often found in more favored situa- 
tions in life, And here it would be unpardonable in ше to leave 
this subject, without paying at least a passing tribute to the zeal 
and skill of the venerable Dr. Felix Robertson, the Physician of 
the Institution, whose untiring activity, and unremitting attention 
to his onerous duties, have contributed in no small degree to bring 
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about the desirable result above stated, and richly merit much 

higher commendation than I have it in my power to bestow. In 

connection with this subject, Г would respectfully call your atten-: 
tion to the fact, that there is no suitable burial place for dead con- 

viets. Those who have charge of the public Cemeteries, will not 

permit conviets to be interred within their precinets ; so that we 

are now compelled to bury our dead within the prison grounds—a 

space already too contraeted to answer the demands of public ne- 

cessity. I respectfully suggest that means be taken to supply а 

burial ground for convicts who die ‘in: prison. 

For information as to the religious-and moral condition of the 
convicts, | beg to refer you to the report of the Chaplain, the Rev. 
John Morrow, ‘which is herewith submitted. 

The report of the .Physician, Dr. Robertson, is also submitted 
herewith. | 

With the mention оҒ-опе or two interesting facts, I shall eon- 
clude this Report. - 

Schedules Е and Е, show the number of pardons granted since 
Ist January, 1852, viz: 64 under the act of 1836, and 18 general 
pardons; in all 82. Although this may at first appear to be a 
large number, yet as compared with the increased number of con- 
victs here confined, it will be found. not to exceed the usual exer- 
.cise of Executive clemency in past years. Itis due to the Execu- ~ 
tive to say, that in selecting the objects of his clemency, the prison 
authorities: are always consulted, and the conduct of the convict 
duly scrutinized. When the friends of a convict petition for his 
pardon, the enquiries of the Executive as to his conduct and de- 
рог тепе, &c., while-in confinement, are answered by facts.drawn 
from the ~ Conduct Book”—a record regularly kept, and which is, 
at all times, open to public inspection. By this system, all partial- 
ity or favoritism is precluded ; -and the lowliest and most friendless. 
convict receives that commendation which his conduct deserves.. 
The system is well understood by the prisoners themselves; and its 
potent influence on the conduct of men who live in the hope of’ 
pardon, may be readily appreciated. 

From the time when І first entered upon the discharge of my 
duties as Agent and Keeper, it has been my constant aim to.infuse- 
into my treatment of the prisoners, as much kindness.and humani-. 
ty as might be consistent with their safe-keeping, and the mainten-. 
ance of wholesome discipline. Itis, I think, a short-sighted view 
to consider Penitentiaries merely as self-sustaining, money-making: 
institutions, rather than reformatory and corrective. They are ` 
houses of correction and punishment; but the reformation’ of the 
culprit is also contemplated in their design. This last important 
end is to be attained, not by coarse, cruel and brutal treatment, or 
by the display of official arrogance during a little brief authority ; 
but rather by kindness, humanity and gentleness, properly temper- 
ed by consistent adherence to exact and firm discipline. My short 
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experience in the management of convicts, has abundantly convin. 
ced me of this truth. During the whole period of my incumbency, 
· the convicts have been industrious, submissive and respectful in 
their deportment towards their officers ; while some of those who 
were formerly most troublesome and refractory, have, under the 
influence of kind treatment and steady discipline, been softened - 
and subdued to quiet obedience. 

I have also endeavored, (and I think successfully,) so to distrib. 
ute the labor of the convicts as to keep them all constantly and 
profitably employed. Schedule C, showsthe various trades, occu. 
pations and callings of the convicts, as well previous, as subsequent 
to their confinement. In addition to the trades previously carried 
on in the Institution, [have recently introduced two new branches 
of manufactures, viz: of Planes, and of common Wool Hats. Iwas 
induced to select these two, not only because of their yielding 8 
moderate profit, but chiefly because they will not conflict with ‘the 
manufacturing interests of our citizen mechanics. There is not, 
so far as І am informed, any plane manufactory in the State; and 
the fabrication of common wool hats is carried on only in remote 
counties, and to a very limited extent; the supply of those articles 
found in our markets being all imported from the Eastern cities, 
Very general complaint obtains among the mechanics of Nashville, 
on account of their being compelled to compete with the cheap 
labor of the convicts. This complaint will increase, as the labor 
of the convicts will soon be entirely withdrawn from the State 
Capitol, on account of the completion of that edifice. It was cer- 
tainly not the object of the institution to come into injurious or ru- 
inous competition with the industrial pursuits of the country; and 
I would suggest the propriety of submitting to the consideration of 
the Legislature, whether the labor of the convicts may not, here- 
after, be so employed, as at once to accomplish the objects of pun- 
ishment, and do no injustice to the honest laboring citizen in the 
vicinity of the institution. 

Out of the 240 convicts now in custody, thirty-eight are reported 
temperate; two hundred and two intemperate. One hundred and 
twenty-seven have acknowledged that they were intoxicated at 
the time when they committed the crimes of which they were con- 
victed. Another proof, if any more were needed, of the baneful 
consequences of a great and growing evil which besets the path 
of young and old, almost from the cradle to the grave. (See Та- 
ble H, at the foot of Schedule G.) | 

Again, the influence of education and mental culture in restrain 
ing from the commission of crime, may be traced in the fact that 
out of the same number of convicts, (240) there are 62 who can 
only read, and 68 who can neither read nor write. - (See Table H.) 

In speaking of the pardons granted during the time І have beet 
in office, in a former part of this report, 64 are stated to have beet 
pardoned under the act of 1836. That act provides, that contin

ued good behavior and attention to duty оп the part of the convict,’ 
shall entitle him toa diminution of his punishment, in the propor- 
tion of two days to every mohth of such conduct. I cannot too 
strongly recommend а continuance of this regulation, as nothing 
has done more to restrain every out-burst of violence, or act of dis- 
obedience. ы de . 

In addition to the suggestions already offered, in relation to the 
changes which seem to me to be needed in the prison grounds and 
buildings, itis my duty to call your attention to the actual condi- 
tion of the workshops in particular.. Оп these portions of the 
buildings, little or no repairing has been done since they were 
erected; and they are now in such a condition that unless they are 
re-covered, they will in a short time be totally inadequate to re- 
sist the inclemency of the weather. It will be true economy, both 
of time and money, to: put them at once іп good repair, before they 
become still more dilapidated. к ч 

I should do injustice to my.own feelings, as well as to the subor- 
dinate officers of the Institution, were I to conclude this report with- 
out awarding fo епт all, the encomiums they so highly merit for 
their devotion to, and their fidelity in the discharge of, the various 
and responsible duties of their several stations. For their kind 
aid, and their faithful co-operation in the management of the Insti- 
a they well deserve, and I beg them to accept, my hearty . 
thanks. 

Finally, gentlemen of the Board of Inspectors, permit me to offer 
to yourselves, my warmest acknowledgments for the aid and sup- 
port that you have uniformly afforded me, in my efforts to improve 
the condition of the Institution, and to add to the welfare and com- 
fort of the inmates.

To the Board of Inspectors of the Tennessee Penitentiary: 


GentLemen :—Having been appointed by you in January, 1859 
as Chaplain to the State Prison, ] immediately entered upon the 
duties assigned me as I understood them, viz: to attend and hold 
religious services in the prison, every Sabbath day. I understood 
it to be the custom to hold service in each wing of the Prison, on 
alternate Sabbaths ; which course 1 have pursued ever since, with 
but few omissions. 

I have been accustomed to read and expound to them, in the 
plainest manner of which I was capable, the doctrines and pre- 
eepts taught in the Holy Scriptures ; opening, and sometimes clos. 
ing the exercises with singing and prayer. This, as I understood, 
was all that was expected of me. 

There has been, on all occasions of public worship, the most 
perfect good order, and apparent anxiety to hear the Gospel either 
when read or expounded; and on some occasions, plain manifesta- 
tions of deep concern upon the subject of religion; at least so far 
as I have been capable of judging from appearances. 

Wretched as is the moral character of most of them, I am of 
the opinion that it might be improved by providing them with an 
experienced Christian Minister, whose duty it shall be to spend 
most of his time with them, and hold private interviews with them 
upon the subject of his mission. They need the services and pres- 
ence of such a man, and especially in the hour of affliction. 

I therefore, respectfully suggest to your Board, the pro- 
priety of recommending to the approaching General Assembly of 
our State, to make such appropriation as will meet the expenses 
of an efficient Minister of the Gospel, whose duty it shall be to 
give them the attentions above alluded to. I make this sugges- 
tion without embarrassment, as the close of the present year will 
close my labors with them. 

I cannot close this brief report, without bearing my humble tes- 
timony to the courteous manner with which I have been received. 
on all occasions of my visits to the Prison, by the Agent, Mr. 
Hays, and the subordinate officers engaged in the various depart 
ments of the Institution.

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REPORT 


OF THE PHYSICIAN TO THE PENITENTIARY. 


To the Inspectors of the Penitentiary: 


GENTLEMEN :—l have the satisfaction of communicating to you, 
that the inmates of the State Prison have, for the two last years, 
enjoyed at least as good a state. of health as is usual in like insti- 
tutions. Seven deaths have occurred during that period. 

Taking three hundred and fifty-seven, the number of persons 
having been confined there during the two years, and the deaths 
do not amount to quite one per cent. per annum. Considering . 
what description of persons many of those sent there are, this may 
be considered a small mortality. : 

The average number of those confined for some time past, has 
been about two hundred and forty ; and when it is stated that in 
the establishment there are only two hundred and thirty-two cells, 
or sleeping rooms, it will be at once perceived that there exists 
serious difficulty on that account. The cells are entirely too small 
to conveniently or healthfully accommodate one person. The 
health of the prisoners, as well the safety and convenience of the 
Prison, require that additional cells should be provided immediate- 
ly. lagain also urge the enlargement of the area of the enclosure, 
by extending the outer walls so as to include all the attached 
ground belonging to the State. Ап abundant supply of pure, 
wholesome water is of great interest to the comfort and health of 
the inmates. A very large proportion of the disease which I have 
to contend with, are affections of the bowels, produced, I have no 
doubt, in a considerable degree, from the use of very strong lime- 
stone water. 

In justice to my own feelings, and to Mr. Hays, the gentlemanly 
Keeper, I cannot close this communication without bearing testi-" 
mony to the uniform kind and humane treatment, observed by him 
to the persons placed in his charge.

То the General Assembly of the State of Tennessee: 


GENTLEMEN :—Since the Report from this Office, two years 
ago, bonds of the State have been issued on account of the State 
subscription for stock in the East Tenuessee and Georgia Railroad 
Company, amounting to $25,000 00. 

On the 1st of January last, $125,000 00 of the bonds ined for 
stock in the Union Bauk fell due in the city of Philadelphia. Un- 
der an act, passed January 31, 1852, the Comptroller and Treas- 
urer were directed to apply the dividends and bonus arising trom 
the State Stock in the Union Bauk to the payment of these bonds. 
Ја the table of receipts, the amount for this purpose drawn from 
the Union Bank will be seen. Arrangements were made with the 
Union Bank by which the amount was promptly paid without any 
charge for exchange. 

A ‘large amount of the bonds of the State issued to Internal Im- 
provement companies, and for the purpose of Building the State 
Capitol, the interest on which was due and payable at the State 
Treasnry, have been sold, and the payment of the interest guaran- 
teed by the Bank to be met in the city of New York. 

I consider it my duty to make this statement for your considera- 
tion, although it may not be the intention of the Bauk to tax the 
State ‘Treasury with exchange in the payment of the semi-annual 
interest. 

The last Legislature passed an act directing the President of the 
Bank of Tennessee to invest the ‘valance of the funds arising from 
the sale of lands relinquished to the State of Tennessee by an act 
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ӘС Congress, in bonds of the State, and apply the interest to the 
School Fund. This fund the President of the Bank declined to 
use, because of the high premium asked on the bonds of the State; 
and it sull remains in the Treasury. 

The table of receipts exhibits a large increase of revenue col- 
lected ou taxable property and polls. There is, however, good 
reason to believe tl.at a large amountof Bank and Insurance stock, 
owned by citizens of other States, wholly escapes taxation. If our 
revenue laws were so amended аз to require some officer of each 
of ве stock companies to report to the Цеуепие Commissioners of 
тер counties where thev are located, the whole amount of taxable 
stock, and pay to the Revenue Collector the taxes accruing there- 
on out of the dividends, a considerable sum would be added to the 
revenue of the State. |

REPORT. 


То the Honorable the General Assembly of the State of Tennessee: 


The Commissioners for superintending the construction of the 
State Capitol, beg leave to transmit herewith a statement showing 
the disbursements and receipts since the date of their report to the 
last General ‘Assembly, as follows :- 


Disbursements, (including $51,336 83 advanced by 
the Bank of Tennessee at date of last report.... $287,800 82 
Receipts, from the sale of 250 State Bonds, with 
premium and accrued interest on same, and other 
sources...... а A «2...

То meet this excess, and to continue the work, the Commission- 
ers have obtained a loan from the Bank of Tennessee, on their 
dividual obligations, to the amount of $40,000. As the calls for 
disbursement are of almost daily occurrence, besides the wages 
to be paid weekly to the workmen, it is desirable that an early ap- 
propriation should be made, to reimburse the Rank of Tennessee, 
as well as to continue the work. 

Should it be deemed most expedient to continue to raise money 
by the sale of State Bonds, as heretofore, the Bonds can be readily 
sold at par, if not at a premium. . 

The whole amount of money which has been expended on the 
building up to the date of the accompanying account, 18 %580,- 
565 47. This does not include that portion of the work executed 
by the convicts of the Penitentiary. - What the value of that work 
may be, the Commissioners have no means of ascertaining. |

This greatly exceeds the original estimate of the Architect tor 
the completion of the building. His estimate, however, was predi- 
cated upon the idea that и was to be constructed of an exterior 
shell of cut stone, lined with brick, and that the partition walls and 
the whole interior were also to be of the same material. Ор a 
closer examination of the Act of the General Assembly, passed 
30th January, 1544, providing for the construction of the Capitol, 
it appeared that the 2d Section required that it should * be built 
of smooth hewn or cut stone.” This change in the construction, 
and the great increase in the wages of labor, may, in a great meas- 
ure, account for this excess of cost. 

During the present winter, it is proposed to continue the work on 
the basement—being in-door work—so as to finish the court rooms 
and the various apartments to be occupied by the State officers; 
аћег which the work will be resumed on the cupula, and the ter- 
race around the building completed, Тһе grounds should next 
command attention: they should be enclosed, graded and огпа- 
mented. Should the General Assembly deem it advisable to en- 
large the grounds on tle North and East, it is not probable that at 
any period hereafter the extension can be made а! as little cost as 
at the present. But that it might be considered as out of the line 
of duty of the Commissioners, they would not hesitate to recom- 
mend the extension of the grounds on the East to Summer Street; 
on the North, especially, additional grounds should be purchased— 
as in this direction the public grounds only extend sixty-nine feet 
beyond the terrace walls of the Capitol. 

The marble work has been executed of East Tennessee marble, 
procured near the city of Knoxville. More beautiful specimens of 
this material are afforded by the quarries of no State of the Union. 

The glass was manufactured at the Holston Glass Works, near 
tne same city, and is pronounced by the Architect to be of very su- 
perior quality. 

The doors, window sashes, desks, and chairs, are of oak from 
the forests of this vicinity; and, from their beauty, massiveness, 
and durability, are in keeping with the building itself. 

It is highly gratifying to the Commissioners thus to have been 
able, incidentally, to aid in the development of these new sources 
of wealth to the State. 

To the general fidelity of all who bave been engaged in the 
erection of the building and preparation of materials, it is the pain- 
ful duty of the Commissioners to mention one exception—that of 
James Birth, employed, since the commencement of the work, asa 
superintendent, next in authority to the Architect, and most admi- 
rably qualified for such a post. He was competent to take the 
drawings of the Architect and have each stone prepared at the 
quarry far its appropriate place in the building. Upon the presenta- 
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| tion to the Architect af the pay rolls showing how much each work- 
| man had earned by his labor during the week, the Architect made 
| а requisitiou upon the Сопипізеіешеге for the amount пес rasary to 
| meet the payment. This amount was placed in Mr. Birth’s hands, 
| the payments made, and the roll returned with the workmen’s re- 
| ceipts attached, to the Secretary of the Board of Commissioners. Ја 
| anevil hour he yielded to temptation, made out false pay rolls, and 
| drew more money than the workmen were entitled to, and proved 
| faithless to the.trust reposed in him. The amount thus embezzled 
| by him the Commissioners have no means of ascertaining. He ас- 
knowledged that for three weeks ће had been so acting, and that be 
had wrongfully retained about $140— which arnount he at once re- 
lunded to Mr. Gleaves, the Secretary. Ме have reason to believe 
that this statement was untrue; or else why should he have de- 
stroyed, as he .admits he did, the only papers—the original time 
rolla—whieh would bas established his Шы if innocent, 
and his guilt, if guiliy 2 
The facts were laid before the Attorney Geneva of this District, 

that he might take such steps in regard to the case аз he might 
deem advisable. Whether any thing has been done, the Comis- 
sioners are not advised.

REPORT. 


То the General Assembly of the State of Tennessee: 


The Trustees of the Tennessee Deaf and Dumb School are 
again permitted, іш the good providence of Gad, to speak of the 
progress and prospects ог said Institution in making this their Fifth 
Biennial Report. 

In their last report the Board mentioned the progress that had 
been made in reference to the buildings and grounds, and by a Sup- 
plemental. Statement, showed the amount it was then believed 
would be necessary -to obtain and improve such grounds; and erect 
and furnish such buildings as were at that time deemed essentially 
necessary for the immediate use of the Institution. 

For the purpose of meeting these wants, as well as satisfying a 
small claim then due, the Legislature at its last sessión made a 
special appropriation of $8000. With this money the Board pro- 
ceeded immediately to purchase about three and a half acres of 
ground, and to inclose the entire grounds with a substantial fence ; 
the front being a neat iron fence, and the remainder of plank. An 
additional wing has been built, being in dimensions eighty by twen- 
ty-five feet, and three stories high. Some of the out-buildings also, 
which had been put up by private subscription in the infancy of 
the Institution, being found to be improperly located, have been 
removed. The whole amount which has been expended on these 
several improvements, is $13,561 21, as will more fully appear by 
the Report of the Treasurer. ; 

At the time the last appropriation of $8000 was asked for, and 
which the Legislature so promptly and generously granted, it was 
confidently believed that that amount would be sufficient for the 
purchase and improvement of grounds, as well as to erect such ad- 
ditional buildings, and made such improvements as were then 
needed ; but the sudden rise in real estate,-and the corresponding 
rise in all labor, as well as a heavy demand for grading and exca- 
vations, which were not then anticipated, all combined to demand 
the outlay of much more money than was then foreseen. But the 
Board think they may say, without the fear of contradiction, that

now not only have beautiful and appropriate grounds been ob- 
tained, but that they have buildings and general improvements 
which, for beauty, substantially, and durability, as well as utility, 
are unsurpassed by any buildings in the State costing a similar 
amount of money. 

It is an investment honorable to the State both in head and heart, 
showing, as it does, the interest felt in succoring the afflicted and 
inéliorating the mental, moral, and physical condition of so many of 
their unfortunate fellow beings. They thus are opening up those 
dark minds which are now locked in hopeless ignorance and moral 
darkness, and giving illumination by that kind of education which 
alone can reach their condition. 

The Board may also mention, in passing, that almost all this class 
of our population are in circumstances which preclude them from 
paying for their own education. In the two years past there has 
been but one who paid anything, and he buta portion, for one year, 
and who now tells the Board he is unable to pay any further, and 
that if received it must be gratuitously. 

These persons, when thus educated, become useful citizens, ca- 
pable of procuring an honorable and competent livelihood, instead 
of being an incubus upon their friends or a burden to the State. 
One of our former pupils has been elevated to a public post, in the 
county in which he resides, (Bradley,) by the suffrages of his fel- 
апа, апа, as faras we have heard, has demeaned himself 
well. 

According to an intimation given in their last report, the Board. 
proceeded on the 6th of October, 1851, to elect tothe position of 
Principalin the School, Mr. O. W. Morris, who had been for many 
years connected as a teacher, with a similar Institution in the 
city of New York. Мг. Morris entered upon the discharge of his 
duties, in this School, on the 3d of November of the same year, 
assisted by Mr. Geo. E. Bronson, who was already in the School. 
And on the 20th December, 1851, Mrs. S. Morris was engaged as 
Matron. | 

The entire expenditures of the School for the last two years have

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The parents of this unfortunate class of our population, аге gen- 
erally from the humbler walks of life, and are unacquainted with 
the efforts that have been made for the improvement in their con- 
dition, and especially of the success accompanying those efforts. 
Consequently they very rarely send their children, without special 
efforts being used for that purpose. They regard their children as 
. unfortunete outcasts from society, incapable of improvement, and 
their impression is, that no person but themselves can understand 
their signs. They feel confident that if their child should be sick, no 
опефи the family could understand his wants, and that of neces- 
-sity the child must suffer and die. This. added to the reluctance 
that all parents naturally have to sending their children far from 
home, renders it very difficult to induce them to send. The same 
is found to be true, in a great degree, with the blind. Still another 
difficulty the Board have in reaching them, arises from the fact 
thatthe parents, with а few 3xceptions, are not а reading people, 
and consequently are not reached by publications made through 
the press. While, therefore, there are propably not less than two 
hundred and fifty persons in the State, who are proper subjects of 
this philanthropic benevolence, not more than one tenth of them 
have hitherto availed themselves of the advantages offered them by 
the State. . 
The Board finding the parents so dilatory in sending; and having 
fewer pupils than they were prepared to accommodate ; and also 
finding that but little attention was given to the notices presented 
through the papers, determined to engage а man to traverse the 
whole State, for the purpose of bunting up pupils and relieving the 
minds of parents respecting the difficulties wbich prevented them 
Ітоп sending their children. Апа in order to afford thé fullest op- 
portunities to these unfortunate, though very deserving portions of 
our feflow-beings, the Board secured the services of Prof. H. В. 
Gillet, who had long been engaged аз а teacher in the Ohio Institu- 
tion for educating the Deafand Dumb. The Board left it optional 
with the Principal of this School to go himself on this business, or 
send Mr. Gillet. He chose the former, and dating the last winter, 
spring and early summer, he visited several counties in search of 
pupils, and would have visited many more but fora protracted at- 
tack of erysipelas. During the earlyisummer and vacation, Mr. 
Gillet also visited many of the counties, as did Mr. Scott also, du- 
ring the vacation, for the same purpose—tbe latter gentleman bav- 
ing been engaged in April last, as an Assistant in the School. 

Ор the 17th of March, 1852, the Board were called to lament the 
death of Mr. D. McCallum, one of their number, and on the next 
day they appointed Mr. О. W. Morris to supply the vacancy in the 
Board. And tbe Rev. Т. W. Humes and Capt. J. Jackson having 
resigned, their places have been filled by the appointment of Rev.M. | 
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Hillsman and Mr. А. 6. Jackson, and two other Trustees, viz: Rev. 
James Park and Rev. J. D. Gibson having removed, their places 
were supplied by appointing Messrs. O. P. Temple and R. D. Jour- 
olmon. 

The Board take great pleasure in recording the kindness апа, 
generosity of Capt. N. Капо, and а few amateurs in music, who 
gave a Concert in the School, the net proceeds of which they ap- 
plied to clothing some of the destitute pupils. Also to Dr. Dick- 
inson, who delivered a series of Physiological Lectures in the 
School, illustrated with а Manakin. Апа also to the Hons. Wm. 
M. Churchwell, Luke Lea, and George W. Manypenny, for valua- 
ble Books ahd Public Documents, 

The health of the Institution has been generally good, though 
there has been some sickness in the School, and Joseph Acuff, an 
interesting youth, and one of the best pupils, who had long been 
afflicted with pulmonary disease, died. The Institution has had 
the services of Drs. Е. A. Ramsey and C. W. Crozier. The for- 
mer during the year 1852, and the latter during the present year; 
and the Board take pleasure in stating that both these gentlemen 
have given close attention tothe duties thus devolving on them. 

For a detailed account of the monetary transactions of the last 
two years, the Board beg to refer to the Report of their Treasurer, 
which is hereunto annexed. : - 

On the 16th of July last, Mr. O. W. Morris resigned his position 
as Principalof the School, and Mr. Bronson’s connection with the 
Board ceased. 

In conclusion, the Board feel that under the smiles of a benefi- 
cial Providence, the State is now prepared to do much for this truly 
unfortunate class of her population. With the present buildings 
and accommodations the Board suppose that from eighty to one 
hundred pupils may be accommodated, and at least this number 
ought to be in the School during the next two years. In fact, if all 
come in, who have already promised, there will be more than eigh- 
ty at the beginning of the Session. | 

The expenses which will now necessarily attend the School will 
be about as follows: 

There must be a teacher for every twelve or fifteen pupils ; and 
the salaries of the teachers will vary from abont $400 10 1200.— 
‘There will also be the Medical bill—the Book and Stationery bill— 
the Clothing bill of some of the pupils—the conveyance of some of 
them home, or their extra boarding in the School, if they do not go 
home—their regular Boarding bill—the Postage bill—the expenses 
of hunting them up, for the present, and bringing them to School—. 
an occasional Printer's bill—Matron’s salary, &c., &c. To illus- 
trate farther, suppose we have seventy-five pupils. Then there 
should be at least three experienced teachers, with salaries, say, of 
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twelve, ten, and eight hundred dollars. Then, allowing опе teacb- 
ог for every fifteen pupils, there would be needed two teachers of 
less experience, averaging, say, five hundred dollars each. ‘The 
Boarding of seventy-five pupils, including washing, mending, lights, 
fuel, &c., at one hundred dollars each; the salary of the Matron, say 
about three hundred dollars, and board—besides the smaller items. 
Now, thus it will be seen, the expenses of the School, from this 
time, will depend on the size of it. 

But, allowing the supposition of 75 pupils, the Expenditures 
would not be far from the following :

Desides the conveyance to and from home, or ехпа boarding dur- 
ing the vacation, and many other incidental expenses. Now it will 
be manifest that all this latter enumeration can be only an approxi- 
mation. It may be less—it may be very much more. The Board 
think it hardly possible го be less. There must be, also, necessa- 
rily, many little incidental expenses about the buildings, grounds, 
&c., that cannot be enumerated beforehand. Now this estimate is 
tor seventy-five pupils. But if eighty-five attend—and that many 
have promised already to come—then there will be another teacher, 
$500; supporting ten pupils, at $100 each, $1000, besides the va- 
rious incidentals as above-mentioned. Тһе Board are fully of и. 
epinion, therefore, and beg to press it upou the Legislature, that at 
least 815,000 will be absolutely necessary to тест the wants of the 
institution, annually, in view of the slate of facts already spread 
before you.

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Inreply to the question, regarding the number of Convicts who 
have been employed on the work for the last two years—and the 
value of their labor—I regret my inability to answer it, further 
than what appears from the report of the Agent of the Peniten- 
tiary, and to which I respectfully refer you. 


In answer to the question of “how many other hands were ет- 
ployed, and the value of their labor,” I reply, that the number of 
hands employed during the year 1852, varied between the number 
of one hundred апа. eighty and two hundred and thirty—during 
the present year, the number has varied between ninety and one 
hundred and ten—(exclusive of Convicts employed on the work.) 
The prices paid for labor, were for Stone Cutters, &c., up to first 
of June last, two dollars per day. Since that time two dollars 
and twenty-five cents рег day has been paid. Гог соттоп labor- 
ers, such as hod-carriers, hoisters, &c., one dollar per day is paid. 


The oflicers receiving salaries are three, viz: The Architect, 
who is paid two thousand five hundred dollars per annum ; the 
Superintendent, one thousand dollars; and the Secretary and Ac- 
countant, two hundred and fifty dollars per annum. 


The total amount expended on the Capital, by the Board, up to 
the date of its last report, (21st of October last,) is five hundred ` 
and eighty thousand, five hundred and sixty-five dollars and forty- 
seven cents. 


With regard to dispensing with the services of ап Architect—l 
answer that I would deem such a course, in the present unfinished 
state of the building, as inexpedient. As regards the salary paid 
the Architect, I will only remark that it is not more than is paid to 
other Architects capable of superintending the construction of such 
a building. ; 


In the call to which this is a response, the question is asked, 
“how it is that the Architect has reported to this General Assem- 
bly that it will yet take two hundred and fifty thousand dollars to 
complete said building, when the Commissioners reported two 
years ago to the Legislature that two hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars would complete the building." In reply to which, I an- 
swer, that as a matter of course, the Board of Commissioners are 
dependent on the Architect for the data on which its reports are 
made, so far as estimates for work yet to be done are concerned. 
No member of the Board having any practical knowledge of such 
matters, and as the Architect gave that sum as the one sufficient 
for the purpose, it was so reported by the Board, and only that 
amount asked for. 


In conclusion, should the answers here given be not full or as 
minute as they are expected to have been, the undersigned offers

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as an excuse, that after an absence of more than three months 
from home, he returned some two weeks since much indisposed— 
so much so, that he has not, for the first time since his return 
home, been able to leave a sick room, and to which he is yet 
confined.

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The details of these expenditures will appear in the Superin- 
intendent’s account and in the account of the Building Committee, 
which are annexed to this report. | 

It will be observed that, though the cost of the building and en- 
closing the lot has exceeded the appropriation, yet the whole has 
been paid out of the funds entrusted to us, with the help of the 
small donations mentioned in the above statement. Exact accu- 
racy in estimating the cost of such an edifice is hardly attainable ; 
and, therefore, we trust that what we have done will meet the ap- 
probation of the Legislature. 

The act of 1849-50, (ch. 127, sec. 18,) contemplated the pur- 
chase of a lot, іп or near Nashville, on which to erect the build- 
ings for the School, and which was to be conveyed in fee to the 
State. Іп our last report it was stated that опе of our body, С. 
W. Nance, Esq., had given a lot to the State for the purpose. He 
held the proposed site under a will which was set aside by the 
courts; in consequence of which the title became involved in Hiti- 
gation; on which account the Trustees declined to receive it. 
They afterwards purchased the present site from the Trustees of 
the University of Nashville, for the sum of fifteen hundred dollars, 
payable in three annual instalments, without interest. As this 
purchase was made on the 9th of March, 1852, the first instalment 
was due on the 9th of March last—at which time it was paid. 
The Trastees made this payment without an appropriation for the 
purpose, because they found themselves able to do it without touch- 
ing the fund designed for the building. We most respectfully re- 
quest the General Assembly to provide the means for the payment 
of the instalment which will fall due on the 9th of March, 1854 
and 3855. When these payments are made, the University of 
Nashville will convey the land to the State in the manner contem- 
plated im the aet of 1849, and in pursuance of its bond for title 
now in our possession. 

А list of the goods and chattels at present possessed by the in- 
stitution is annexed hereto, partly for the purpose of showing the 
value of the whole, but more particularly to solicit the attention of 
the General Assembly to the wants of the School in this respect, 
which are dwelt upon at length by the Superintendent in his re- 

ort. 
і The number of the blind connected with the institution for the 
past two years has been thirty-one. Of this number twenty-six 
are pupils; of whem thirteen have been admitted since the last 
report, and three discharged. With the exception of one from 
Iowa they are al! charity scholars. у 

Among the disbursements is an item of traveling expenses, 
amounting to the sum of $278 483, which may seem to require an 
explanation; and we are glad to make it, because 1t is connected 
with a fact to which the attention of the General Assembiy has 
been called at each session since the establishment of the School. 
One would think that every blind child in the State, capable of ed- 
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ucation, would be cheerfully sent to an institution provided with 
the means of removing the profound mental darkness in which, 
without the aid of State charity, they must live and die. But, 
either because the parents of those children cannot believe the 
promises of amelioration held out to them, or because they are in- 
different to it, or because they are in most instances unable to pay 
the expense of the journey here, it has been necessary to send an 
agent to persuade them to entrust their children to the institution. 
And this is the “ traveling,” the expenses of which are charged in 
the accounts. But this is not the worst of it; there are many who 
will not be persuaded to part from their blind children, in spite of 
the manifest destiny of ignorance and want to which this obstinacy 
consizns them. There seems to be no remedy for this evil, unless 
the members of the Legislature, on returning to their districts and 
counties, can remove this prejudice from the minds of their con- 
stituents. 

Instead of attempting a disquisition upon the education ef the 
blind, as is sometimes practiced in these reports, the Trustees beg 
to refer the Legislature £o the sensible and appropriate remarks 
upon the subject contained in the report of the Superintendent. 
A personal inspection of the School and occasional presence at 
recitations, will so completely demonstrate the value of the insti- 
stitution, that we must ђе permitted to urge every member : f the 
Legislature to avail himself of this argument. 

In this way, and in this way alone, can a legislative body ever 
be fully impressed with the claims of the blind upon the public 
charity. After such inspection, no argument is needed to induce 
members to make suitable arrangements for their education and 
training in such trades and arts as they can acquire. 

As the present building is capable of accommodating many more 
than the present number, the Trustees would beg to suggest that 
such an appropriation be made as will put the School on a footing 


to attain the utmost usefulness. .

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SUPERINTENDENTS REPORT. 
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GENTLEMEN:—In reporting the present condition of our Sehoo!. 
and recommending improvements, many subjects connected wito 
the education of the blind naturally present themselves, which ia 
their general bearing have as much reference to this as any other 
institution, and, therefore, merit attention. Within the past few - 
years these subjects have been examined by men of experience, with 
strong heads and able pens. I possess neither of these qualifications 
in.an uncommon degree; consequently may be pardoned for leaving 
others to finish the work which they have so well begun, or be 
forgiven for sometimes falling into channels of thought made so 
broad and deep by wiser men, that they are with difficulty avoided. 

Since the publication of our last report, we can safely say some 
progress has been made. Тһе number оҒ pupils has been nearly 
doubled; and with the increase of numbers an increase in capac- 
ity and attainments is perceptible. It is gratifying to know that 
many of those recently admitted are of that.tender age at which 
bad habits and the seeds of evil can be most readily eradicated. 
The influence of adult scholars upon their younger companions is 
often injurious; but we are compelled to take all whe can be taught. 
or kend away some who plead in vain for the means of gaining а 
livelihood, and for. help to become wiser and better. 

This difficulty, in common with many others, might be obviatet 
if schools for the blind were established in regular grades corre- 
sponding with the different ages and capacities of the student-. 
The general behavior of our pupils deserves commendation, pa:- 
ticularly if the vicious tendencies that sometimes result from he- 
reditary disease are considered, and due allowance is made for tire 
exuberant spirits of youth. жей 

The moral atmosphere of the school forbids lying: it is, in the 
estimation of the scholars, worse than Free Trade to Whigs, or 
a National Bank to Democrats. Those who have committed а 
fault have the courage іс own it without equivocation, and receive 
punishment. 


i 
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Fen recollect but two or three instances where the contrary has 
оеститеа. Corporeal punishment has seldom been found neces- 
sary. Mutual forbearance and tke forgiveness of injuries are in- 
euleated whenever an opportunity offers. Attendance at some 
church оп the Sabath is required; if circumstances prevent com- 
pliauce with this requisition, those remaining at home are usually 
asseinbled in the school-room to hear reading suitable for the oc- 
casion. No precepts peculiar to a particular sect are taught. Pa- 
rents’ wishes are regarded in the selection of churches which the 
eulldren attend. The first exercise of each day is devotional; six 
hours of school, with short intermissions, f llow; from two till six 
o'clock. г. m., every one works; and from seven till nine, р. m., is 
occupied in singing, listening to reading, and practising upon mu- 
ical instruments. The juvenile classes close the routine of the - 
day at eight, the adult classes at nine, р. м. 

In the intellectual department of the school, we have achieved 
nothing brilliant—nothing that to us seems wonderful-—but have 
endeavored to lay the foundations of education broad and deep, 
whereon, in after years, the structure of knowledge may be reared. 
This, we think, is best done by cultivating the reasoning powers 
and intellectual faculties, rather than by burdening the memory 
with ihe given quantity of words, too often called knowledge. ТЕ 
thought is incited and the mind expanded, the effect continues 
through life; but, if in study the memory alone is used, the utility 
commonly vanishes with the recitation hour, ог at the close of a 
showy exhibition. 

Blind children are frequently thought to excel the seeing in the 
variety and excellence of their attainments; and the inference is 
drawn that want of sight enables the mind to concentrate its en- 
ergies, and hence arises the superiority. The inference has a 
shadow of truth; but the superior excellence, if any exists, should 
be attributed to the limited scope which the mind has in the im- 
mense field of knowledge. It can examine certain parts care- 
fully, but must leave the rest unsearched. Something is also due 
to the method of imparting instruction. The teaching, through 
necessity, is mostly oral; the voice of an instructor, now urging, 
anon leading the student to drink in knowledge, is certainly prefer- 
able to the dnll, unintelligible page, placed before his eyes for 

“perusal. We would not depreciate the utility of books: prop- 
erly used, they are invaluable. A teacher is but a diving book, that 
opens of itself, and reads instead of being read. 

It is much to be regretted that books in raised characters for the 
use of the blind, аге so few. Не to whose eye the ink-printed vol- 
ume is forever closed, to whom all the beautiful sights of nature 
are shrouded in darkness, though the finding out of every letter 
with his finger is an enigma, can, in his solitary hours, find pleas- 
ure in communing with the great spirits of the present and the 
past. The expense of printing in embossed characters has hither- 
to allowed him but a few meagre volumes; even a portion of 
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these, issued from different presses, are in the forms of the letters 
unlike, while the contents are similar. A uniform type might be 
established, and a variety of publications issued, if printing for the 
blind were made a subject of national legislation. Congress would 
supply the seeing with substantial reading, if it could be obtained 
in no other way. Why should the sightless be less favored? The 
best aids and appliances that art can furnish, make the sense of 
feeling a poor substitute for that of vision. The cost of slates, 
imaps, globes, etc., especially prepared for our use thus far, de- 
prived us of some facilities in teaching which similar institutions 
'possess. The proficiency of old pupils and the influx of new ones, 
now renders the purchase of additional apparatus almost indis- 
pensable. 

Reading, Writing, Arithmetic, Grammar, History, Geography, 
and Natural Philosophy have been studied; with what success, 
others must judge; the curious can examine for themselves. The 
house is open for the members of the General Assembly at any 
hour from six, a.m., to nine, r. x. We prefer that other visitors should 
eall on Wednesdays and Saturdays, between the hours of eleven, 
A. м. and one, р. M. Admission has never been refused to any one 
except on Sunday. 


In music, every pupil has had an opportunity to improve his tal- 


| ents, Some will doubtless become teachers of this delightful art. 


Our pianos, though poor, are in constant requisition. The wind 
instruments, though not such favorites, nevertheless hold a high 
place in the estimation of our juvenile performers. Тһе cultiva- 
tion of the voice has proved an interesting and healthy exercise. 
Music, as a source of enjoyment, is unequalled ; its refining influ- 
ences are acknowledged by all. It is to the blind at once recrea- 
tion, study, and a prospective means of subsistence. "This branch 
of learning presents few obstacles to be overcome; the hand may . 
perform its task unseen, and the ear needs not the aid of sight to 
take its fill of harmony. The time allowed for music varies from 
one to three hours per day, according to the proficiency of the stu- 
dent. If the blind are not well educated, their lot in this busy 
world will be one of wretchedness, probably of want, perhaps of 
crime. The last census shows that not one in fifty have sufficient 
property for maintenance; that many can be educated, and after- 
ward gain an honest livelihood, no longer admits of doubt. Grad- 
uates of several ins'itutions are now, either by mental or manual 
labor, showing the public that the day of doubt and uhcertainty 
has passed. If children without eves have no just claim to a por- 
tion of the common school fund, if Christianity and Philanthropy 
àre but names, even then an enlightened community would un- 
derstand that it is cheaper to make an intelligent workman than 
1o support an ignorant pauper. 

Manual labor has justly heen regarded as the main reliance of 
our adult pupils, in their efforts to gain an honest livelihood. If 
brought up to work, they may, under favorable circumstances, earn 
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a respectable maintenance. Nothing is more certain than that 
habits of industry, formed in childhood, are necessary to produce 
the industrious man. Пс who strives under disadvantages, com- 
monly supposed sufficient entirely to prohibit manual labor, must 
be industrious or never succeed. 

The books of the Work Department show an amount of labor 
performed and money received exceeding that of any precedin; 
two years. If the proceeds are thought scanty, it should be re- 
membered that the investment is small; that the laborers are few, 
and these children. They work but a portion of the day, and their 
only stimulus to exertion is the future prospect of manly indepen- 
dence. Our work department was not established to produce rev. 
enue, but for the benefit that would accrue to the workmen indi- 
vidually. ‘The principal articles manufactured have been matting, 
bead baskets, and different kinds of willow work. The domestic 
work performed by the pupils has enabled us to dispense with one 
servant; for this the work department has reccived no compensa- 
tion. 

We have been forced to refuse admission to several adult blind 
persons who are desirous of learning atrade; we have neither the 
room, stock, nor tools to/prosecute work on an extensive scale 
Some provision should be made for hard-working inen and women 
who are suddenly in the prime of life bereft of sight; they can still 
labor—they long to throw off dependence, and ask for work аза 
privilege. 

The ordinary course of our school has been interrupted by the 
regular vacation, and, in January last, by the re:noval from Sum: 
mer street to the present locality. But one serious misfortune ha: 
clouded our otherwise uniform prosperity. Soon after the removal. 
Susan Shields, from Knox county, aged about eleven, was badly 
burned. Пег recovery was for some time doubtful. She was ur 
commonly fond of heat, and had been repeatedly warned of the 
risk incurred by approaching too near the fire. Just before the ac 
cident, she had been sent from the dining-room, and told that, as ne 
one was present, her clothes might catch fire. She returned almo: 
immediately; a spark lit upon her apron, and the rest of he: 
clothes, before it was known, were in flames. The child is re- 
stored to health; but fear of a similar accident should be a strons 
inducement to heat our rooms by furnaces. The blind may heec 
lessly or ignorantly do nearly as much harm with fire as the №: 
sane. The safety of the scholars and the building alike demand 
the erection of furnaces. The necessary expenditure would soon 
be compensated by diminished labor and a decreased consumption 
of fuel. Nevertheless, want of money has prevented the outlay. 

The constant transition from recitation to music, from music te 
work, and vice versa, relieves and tasks in turn the powers of mind 
and body. Thus we are partially enabled to perform the work ol 
three schools at once, without injuring health. Such variety o! 
eccupation, of course, requires a large amount of room. Ther? 
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should be, in addition to the rooms necessary for a common board- 
ing house, music rooms, school rooms, work rooms, and, in incle- 
ment weather, places for physical exercise. We have not the last, 
and are, consequently, forced to endure noisy mirth, at inappro- 


‘priate times and places, or to endanger the health of the scholars 
- by checking the buoyancy of their spirits. 


The uniform health of those in our establishment, affords cause 
for congratulation. It is now more than four years since any 
inmate has died. During that time few cases of sickness have.oc- 
curred; none were protracted. The skill of the attending physi- 
cian, Dr. Robert Martin, is proved by his success. His services 
have always been gratuitous. Our debt of gratitude to him can 
be no less, if we remember with thankfulness that the Great Giver 
of all-good gifts has bestowed upon remedies their power, and re- 
warded obedience to sanitary laws by the enjoyment of health. 
We might reasonably anticipate more sickness, in proportion to 
our numbers, than is ordinarily found in private families. Over 
three-fourths of those received come without thoroughly sound 
constitutions. Jn cases where blindness is hereditary, it may be 
fairly presumed that a disease sufficiently powerful to destroy the 
sense of vision, might leave traces of its ravages in both mind and 
body. When the loss of sight is accidental, it is usually safe to 
suppose predisposing influences have weakened the organ of vis- 
ion, and that the final injury but completed the calamity. If the 
misfortune is purely accidental, even then, the vigorous and 
healthy child is sometimes enfeebled by medical treatment and 
want of exercise. 

One acquainted with any number of blind persons, easily re- 
members unmistakable signs of physical debility, such as diminu- 
tive frames, weak muscles, incipient pulmonary consumption, 
slight deafness, and deranged nervous systems. Strong minds and 
athletic bodies-are the exception. ' 

About half our pupils have lost either one or both parents ; to 
nearly all poverty was an inseparable companion—certainly to 
them misfortunes came not single. There is no reason to sup- 
pose the condition of the blind, scattered through the State, better 
than that of our pupils previcus to entering the institution. We 
have mitigated the evils surrounding the few, but with the most 
rigid economy, only two or three more can be received, these have 
already applied for admission. Our furniture is scanty, our ap- 
paratus insufficient ; yet there are, according to the Census, three 


hundred and cighty more in the State. We know this enumera- 


tion is too low. They cannot be taught at home—the magnitude 
of their calamity renders education costly. What will be their 
fate? For an answer, we rely with confidence upon a generous 
public, and an enlightened Legislature. 

It is pleasant to reflect upon what has been done to ameliorate 
the condition of the blind. А few years ago their education was 
romething unmentioned and unknown. Total physical darkness 
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threw a gloom over the intellectual and moral life of its victim. 
If alms were given, his body alone was comforted, no hand ex- 
tended lasting aid—the sufferings of his mind were thought be- 
yond relief. Whether at home, a drone—or abroad, a wandering 
beggar, existence was alike wearisome to himself and a burden 
to others. Наа he once been a companion of princes, his fall was 
none the less abject, only more bitter. 

Though free, the dungeon was still about him, so narrow, short, 
and low, that its impenetrable walls were just beyond his reach. 
Not a familiar face, no work of art, not one enchanting scene of 
nature, was open to his view. But now, though still shut out 
from the light of day, in a prison, from which neither cunning nor 
giant efforts can ever set him free, he may yet feel that he isa 
man, scarcely less blessed than his fellows; he may seek work in- 
stead of alms—his hands, aided by inventions, supply in part the 
want of sight—the eager ear performs a double task, and the be- 
witching treasury of knowledge will fly open to his touch, if Leg- 
islative wisdom or private munificence can afford a golden key.

REPORT OF TRUSTEES. 


То the Senate and House of Representatives. 


The Trustees of the Hospital for the Insane, in Теппеггее, 
whose names are mentioned on the preceeding page, were appoint- 
ed by the Governor, and confirmed by the Senate, at the last session 
of the Legislature, pursuant to the directions of the act of 1848. 
By the same act, the Trustees are directed to report to the General 
Assembly the true history and condition of the institution. ` 

Dr. Wm. A. Cheatham was appointed by the Board, Super- 
intendent, and the law fixes his term of service at.eight years, and 
vives the Superintendent the appointment and control of all sub- 
ordinate officers and assistants in the hospital. As the Superin- 
tendent’s Report, which accompanies this, contains a detailed state- 
ment of what has been done since the opening of the new institu- 
tion, it is only necessary to refer to it. 

The new assylum was received from the Building Commissioners 
as well finished as the appropriation would permit; but still there 
was much to be done before the patients could be removed to it. 

New furniture for the entire building has been purchased, and 
economy and comfort have been observed in so doing. 

A tax of fifteen cents on every thousand dollars worth of taxable 
property, was levied and collected, in 1852, for the purpose of 
meeting expenses for improvements, etc. The revenue now con~ 
sists of the appropriation of six thousand dollars, to support the 
State patients, and whatever may be received from pay patients. 
This will not permit anv enlargement of the present building, which 
seems to be sufficient for about a hundred patients only. А dime 
and a half on the thousand dollars, continued for a few years, wouid 
complete the original plan, and double the cupácity of this gener- 
ous Státe charity. Your honorable body is the peculiar guardian 
of this helpless and afflicted class of citizens, and the propriety of 
any further appropriation is referred to your sound discretion. 

Mind is the high prerogative of man, and places him first in the 
scale of beings on earth; but, when blighted by disease, he falls 
below all animated nature. Insanity ts a curable disease, and the 


| 
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light of science is daily disclosing the proper remedies. The report 
of the Superintendent of this institution, and likewise similar re- 
ports from other institutions, show conclusively that it is a curable 
disease. The evidence 15, that recent cases of insanity are as cura- 
ble as any other fatal and violent disease. Prison walls, chains, and 
fear of patients, are abandoned in its treatment; and humanity, 
kindness, bathing, exercise in the open air, music, amusements gen- 
erally, with such medicines as the peculiar symptoms demand, are the 
substitutes. Conflicts in the affairs of life, and the exercise and 
enlargement of the brain by education, will increase the tendency 
to disease of the brain, and thus seem to demand preparation for 
its propertreatment. The present institution is a charity worthy 
of the State of Tennessee, and we commend it to the consideration 
of the friends of those who may fall a victim to this unfortunate 
malady. 

The State of Kentucky, with a population less than that of Ten- 
nessee, has made preparation for five hundred patients. Virginia, 
with a white population less than ours, has enlarged her accommo- 
dations sufficient for four hundred patients. The State of New 
Jersey, with a population of four hundred and ninety thousand, has 
a model institution at Trenton, of fine capacity. New York, Penn- 
sylvania. and Massachusetts, have made very large appropriations 
to erect asylums for the insane. The policy of all these States is 
referred to, for the purpose of showing the concurrence of their 
legislative bodies on this subject. The Trustees will be content, 
however, with whatever your honorable body may do in the prem- 
ises. 

We earnestly recommend that patients be put under treatment 
as soon as the disease is manifest. The cures in recent attacks, 
are a large proportion of the whole number; but in cases of long 
standing, but few are restored. 

The steps to be taken previoug to the admission of patients into 
the Hospital for the Insane, are hereunto appended. 

We refer to the present condition of the assylum with pleasure, аз: 
-we deem it decidedly prosperous. Much credit is due to the exer- 
tions and untiring industry of the Superintendent for what has been 
accomplished. 

The want of room, and ап unavoidable delay in arranging the 
baths and water closets, have presented difficulties in the proper 
treatment of many cases. Yet the results compare favorably with 
the best establishments of the kind in the United States. 

We refer to the tabular statements, found in the Superintendent’s 
Report, for full information on this point. 

The distinguished Miss Dix, in the fullness of her benevolence, 
recommended to the Legislature to prepare comfortable accommo- 
dations for two hundred and fifty inmates; and so the act of 1848 is 
written. This noble charity, as yet, has only grown large enough 
to admit one hundred of these wretched children of misfortune ; 
whether it is allowed to enlarge by degrees, till it fills the 
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measure of her hopes, ог remain а5' is, must depend upon your 
honorable body.

One of the witnesses must be a respectable physician. 

The justice shall issue subpænas for the persons named as wit- 
nesses, and for such other persons as he may think proper; requiring

Witnesses may be summoned 
and examined, in behalf of the person alleged to be insane. 

1f, after such inquest, the justice shall be satisfied of the truth of 
the facts set forth in the statement, he shal] require the physician 
to make out a certificate, which will be found below; and the jus- 
tice shall make a certificate as follows : 


CERTIFICATE OF JUSTICE. 


I, the undersigned, Justice of the Peace in and for the County 
and State aforesaid, certify, that I have held an inquest in regard 
to , alleged to be insane; and am satisfied he is in- 
sane; that he is a citizen of this County, and is in needy circum- 
stances; and is a fit subject for the bounty of the State. I am sat- 
isfied his being at large is injurious to himself, and disadvantageous, 
if not dangerous, to the community.

PHYSICIAN'S CERTIFICATE.

Duration of the disease, and the supposed exciting cause, 
and whether it is hereditary or not. 

Third. Whether the patient has ever been subject to epilepsy ог 
not.

The justice shall transmit this certificate of the physician, and 
his own certificate, to the Clerk of the County Court; and the Clerk 
shall transmit a oopy of the same to the Superintendent at Nash- 
ville,. with an application of admission. "The superintendent shall 
advise the clerk when the patient can be received. The clerk shall 
issue a warrant to any suitable person, in substance as follows :

FIRST BIENNIAL REPORT d 


OF THE 


PHYSICIAN AND SUPERINTENDENT 


OF THE 


TENNESSEE HOSPITAL FOR THE INSANE, 


То the General Assembly of the State of Tennessee: 


In obedience to the requisitions of the law, the undersigned pre- 
sents to your honorable body his First Biennial Report. “То a de- 
tailed account of its operations,” from Ist of March 1852, to Ist of 
October, 1853, is prefixed a short sketch of its history, description 
of buildings, etc. This is done for the purpose of giving more 
general information to persons throughout the country, who have 
addressed letters to him, since the opening of the new hospital, con- 
cerning it. 

In November, 1847, the philanthropist, Miss D. L. Dix, visited the 
capital of Tennessee. Finding the accommodations for the insane 
inadequate to their wants, she memorialized the Legislature upon 
the subject. The facts set forth, the assiduity and industry with 
which she depicted the sufferings of this unfortunate class, could 
have no other effect than to arouse the representatives of a gener- 
ous people upon the subject. On the 5th day of February, 1848, 
an act was passed, establishing a “Hospital for the Insane,” and 
empowering the Governor to appoint Commisaioners to select and 
purchase a site, create aSuperintendent and Architect, and do what 
Was necessary to carry out, promptly, the wishes of the Legislature. 
The Governor appointed Alexander Allison, Lucius J. Polk, Andrew 
Ewing, Т. Т. Player, Samuel D. Morgan, John J. White, Н. 5. 
Frazier, D. D. Donaldson, and J. J. B. Southall, Commissioners. 
These gentlemen purchased a beautiful farm, containing, two hun- 
dred and fifty-five acres, in one of the healthiest localities in Ten- 
nessee, six miles from Nashville on the Murfreesboro’ turnpike road. 
The site being secured, Dr. John 5. Young was appointed Super- 
intendent, and Maj. A. Heiman, Architect of the buildings to be 
erected. Soon after the appointment of Dr, Young, he visited

various institutions in,the northern and eastern States, for the pur- 
puse of acquiring necessary information, In August, 1848, he re- 
ported two. plans to the Commissioners, drawn by Maj. Heiman. 
The first plan was taken from thé New Jersey Hospital, at Trenton; 
the second, from Butler Asylum, at Providence, Rhode Island. Maj. 
Heiman, made a slight change in the architectural style of the latter, 
although the internal arrangements are similar to the Butler Asy- 
lum. This institution was erected under the superintendence of 
Dr. Bell, of the McLean Hospital, near Boston; and the plan was 
copied by Dr. Bell, when on a visit to England, from the Asylum at 
Maidstone. This plan was adopted by the Commissioners. The 
style of architecture is the Castillated. The length of the building 
is three hundred and twenty-three feet front, east to west. The 
greatest breadth across the centre is ninety-eight feet, The centre 
building, and the extremities of the east and west wings, are four 
stories high. The body of each wing is three story high. * The 
first floor is four feet above ground, which, descending towards 
the wings and rear, affords convenient entrances to a basement 
story eight feet in height. Тһе first and second stories “are 
twelve feet high, and the third eleven feet, and the fourth ten feet 
jin the elear. The building is embellished with fourteen octago- 
nal towers, five feet and three inches in diameter, which are 
placed on the corners of the centre building; and wings rising eight 
feet above the battlements, which range from tower to tower around 
the-whole building. These towers are used for various purposes. 
Two are chimneys; several are employed as conductors of the 
water from the roofs, and serve as ventilating shafts. From, the 
centre building’ rises ап ogtagonal tower, fifteen feet in diameter, 
which ascends twenty-five-feet above the roof, terminating іп battle- 
ments, and giving an elevation to the buildiug of seventy feet. 
The rooms on the first ‘floor of ‘the céntre building, are occupied for 
а parlor, reception room, library, and private dining room. Оп the 
second floor of centre building, physician's private apartments, and a 
chastely furnished room for Miss Dix, whenever it shall comport 
with her convenience to visit the institution. Оп the third floor, 
apothecary's room, and chambers for quiet and convalescent patients, 
with their special attendants. The fourth floor is occupied for pur- 
poses similar to the third. There is, also," a-neat and comfortable 
chapel attached to the centre building, thirty-six feet long by twenty- 
four feet wide, capable of. seating one hundred and fifty persons, and 
entered from the main hallon the second floor. .Each floor of the 
centre building has a transverse hall, and а large and convenient 
staircase. These halls are crossed;at right angles, on each floor, by oth- 
ers running longitudinally ninety-two feet long and twelve feet wide, 
terminating in the corridors in the wards, which are of thesame width. 
When the doors, which divide the centre building from the male and 
female wards, are open, a corridor is presented of two hundred and 
seventy-six feet in length, terminated at each end in a room'oceu- 
pied by attendants. ~ From the corridor оп each floor, in the wards. 
the dining rooms, single bed rooms, bath rooms, water closets, clothes 
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room, sitting rooms, dormitories, etc., are entered. The single 
rooms are twelve by eight feet in size. The dining rooms have dumb 
waiters, which come up from the basement, (where the food is pre- 
pared,) by simple machinery, and supply the patients with their 
meals. The arrangement of the first, second and third floors, is 
precisely similar, each containing thirty-eight rooms, including 
dining rooms, clothes room, water closets, etc. In the fourth story, 
there are eighreen rooms; making in all, one hundred and thirty- 
two rooms, exclusive of basement, which contains kitchens, bake 
room, ironing room and store rooms, 

The hospital is warmed by six hot air furnaces, two in the centre 
building and two in each wing. The heat is conveyed into the cor- 
ridors of each floor by large registers, and into the rooms by means 
of transom sash over each door. The probability is, that an addi- 
tional furnace will have to be placed in each wing. The range of 
the thermometer, in the upper wards, was not so high as desirable 
during the coldest weather of last winter. The building is ventilated 
by openings into flues, which pass out at the top of the building. 
These openings are five inches in diameter, and are near the top of 
each chamber. 

The building is supplied with cold and hot water in the following 
manner: The water, from two fine springs, is collected into a com- 
mon reservoir, composed of brick and water-lime, and capable of 
holding seven thousand gallons. One of these springs is near the 
reservoir, while the other is three hundred yards distant, from which 
the water is conveyed in iron pipe, laid under ground. The water 
is forced from the reservoir, through iron pipe, into a large tank, 
holding four thousand gallons, in the dome of the building; by a 
force pump, worked by a steam engine. In the roof of the wings 
are two other tanks, each holding more than eight hundred gallons, 
which are filled from the main tank in the dome through connecting 
tubes. Immediately beneath each tank, in the wings, is a boiler, 
holding about one hundred and twenty gallons, in the basement of 
the building. Two perpendicular parallel tubes ascend from each 
boiler in the basement, to the tanks in the wings. Опе of the par- 
allel tubes from the boiler, enters the tank near its bottom, the other 
several inches above. The consequence is, that when the water is 
heated in the boiler, hot water ascends through the tube which.en- 
ters the tank nearest the ‘top, while cold water descends through 
the tube which enters the tank near the bottom, and the temperature 
of the water in the tank soon rises to that of the waterin the boiler. 
From these tanks hot water is conveyed, by tubes, to the bath 
rooms, etc. In addition to these tanks, there are cisterns holding 
more than two hundred gallons, placed above each water closet, and 
contiguous to the bath rooms, from which the latter are supplied with 
cold water for shower and plunge baths, and the former with the 
means of carrying off all impurities. The tanks in the wings, and 
small cisterns, are each supplied with balls and cocks, for the pur- 
pose of preventing overflow. 
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The baths“and water closets originally put up in the building, were, 
unfortunately, entrusted to persons profoundly ignorant of their 
intent and object, and their practical operation soon became a 
nuisance of such magnitude as to threaten seriously the health, as 
well as to destroy the comfort, of the entire community of the 
establishment. From total ignorance of the construction of water 
closets, those erected soon filled the entire building with a horrible 
stench, almost insupportable, and calculated to breed epidemic dis- 
tempers among those compelled to inhale an atmosphere constantly 
' impregnated with the most nauseating and disgusting еНима. Bar- 
rels of chloride of lime were in vain invoked to abate the nuisance. 

The baths were so miserably constructed that water fell in abun- 
dance wherever it was not needed; and from a failure to supply 
proper means of escape, it flooded the rooms; and they were finall 
abandoned in despair, and the patients were thus deprived of the 
benefit of one of the most important remedial agents. - We were, | 
therefore, necessarily compelled to have the entire fixture and ma- 
chinery of the baths and water closets removed from the building. 
Determining not to entrust their readjustment to incompetent hands, 
а correspondence was opened with Mr. Peter Gibson, of Cincinnati, 
under whose superintendence the water works of the asylum аб. 
Columbus, Ohio; Indianapolis, Indiana; Lexington and Hopkins- 
ville, Kentucky, were so perfectly arranged. This gentleman en- 
tered into a contract with the undersigned, and sent on Mr. Andrew 
Henderson, ап experienced, scientific and practical workman, 
who has just finished one half of the building in a most approved 
style, completely remedying every objection. In a few weeks he 
will have completed the entire work. When completed, it will com- 
pare favorably with similar works in any institution. 

The waste-water from the building is thus disposed of. The waste- 
pipes, from the bath rooms and water closets of each wing, are dis- 
charged into a large perpendicular soil pipe, which empties into an 
underground sewer, lined with brick, which approaching its fellow 
from the opposite wing terminates with it in a common sewer three. 
hundred feet from the main building, through which the water is 
conducted two hundred yards to.a branch. The water pipes from 
the roof terminate in cedar boxes laid under ground, which, com- 
municating with the lateral sewers, during heavy rains, furnish a 
torrent of water which ensures the carrying off of all impurities. 

On the Ist of March, 1852, the undersigned entered upon the 
duties of Superintendent and Physician of the “Tennessee Hospital 
forthe Insane.” At that time, the patients-were in the old building, 
in the vicinity of Nashville. The unfinished state of the new hos- 
pital prevented him from occupying it at once. ! After remaining at 
the old building for a few weeks, and finding that it would be im- 
possible to accomplish anything at the new, without being on-the 
premises, he determined to occupy it, notwithstanding there was re- 
ally no part in readiness to receive the patients. On the 19th of 
April the patients were removed. This was done by chartering 
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stages and an omnibus for the female patients, and conveying the 
male patients by railroad to within one mile of the building, and 
walking the remainder of the distance. The removal was effected 
without the slightest accident or difficulty, and with no noise or 
excitement of any kind calculated to attract attention. 

The hospital, ostensibly, was opened for the reception of pa- 
tients, on the 1st of March 1852, Since that time, to the first of 
October, 1853,a period of nineteen months, there have been admit- 
ted, (including sixty—thirty-nine males and twenty-one females— 
found in the old institution :)

It will be seen from the above table, that one hundred and 
seventy-six patients have enjoyed the benefits of this institution 
during the time we have had the care of it—one hundred and eleven 
males and sixty-five females—of which number, forty-two have 
been restored to reason, and returned to their relatives and friends ; 
thirteen have been discharged, or removed, much improved; five 
have been discharged, or removed, improved; five unimproved ; 
two eloped ; and nine have died--leaving under treatment one hun- 
dred patients, at the date of this report. Inaddition to the number 
of restored patients, who have left, there аге now four in the institu- 
tion who have entirely recovered, and will leave so soon as their 
friends can remove them, making forty-nine restored. 

We are satisfied that all those patients who have been discharged 
restored, were, at the time of leaving, capable of resuming the po- 
sition in society occupied by them previous to the attack, We 
have taken every pains to ascertain their condition since leaving. 
We know of but two that have relapsed. In both, intemperance 
was the original cause, and by indulgence again in intoxicating 
drink, the disease has been reproduced. Of the thirteen patients 
who have been discharged, or left much improved, eight were re- 
moved by their friends prematurely. We are satisfied that all 
would have recovered entirely, if they had been permitted to re- 
main a short time longer. The removal of five was advised. 
Most of those discharged as improved, were incurable cases. Their 
habits had improved so much, that і was thought as well to keep 
them at home. Of those discharged as unimproved, or stationary, 
all were incurable cases, and their removal was advised for the pur- 
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pose of giving accommodation to more recent and curable cases. 
Two eloped. This was a small number, when we consider the 
condition of the building and the limited number of attendants we 
have heen compelled to employ. Nine have died. Number one, 
was in a dying condition, from marasmus, when we took possession 
of the institution, and died on the third day thereafter. Number 
two, was subject to violent paroxysms of mania, in one of which 
the brain became so much involved as to destroy her. Number 
three, had suffered with epilepsy from infancy, in a paroxysm of 
which he died. Number four, was a miserable object of pity: She 
had never been enabled to stand or sit since her admission, and her 
discharges were always involuntary. Number five, was equally 
an object of pity: She had suffered two attacks of apoplexy, and 
was afflicted with parlaysis, before her admission. Three weeks 
after her admission, she died, suddenly, in the third attack of ap- 
oplexy. 
ть dysentery has prevailed, epidemically, in the institution the 
last and present season. One case only proved fatal, (number 
six,) an old lady, fifty-eight years of age. This patient had en- 
tirley recovered from her insanity, but as she died before being 
discharged, her case is not reported among the restored. Con- 
sidering that dysentery was so futal during the last two years, this 
establishment was peculiarly fortunate in the loss of but a single 
case. Number seven, was brought here from the State Hospital, in 
the city, dying of syphilis. Feelings of humanity, alone, induced us 
to receive him, although he was certified to be deranged, as we 
felt satisfied he would die before he could reach the city, if we re- 
fused him. Number eight: This patient was sixty years of age; 
seemed always, from his admission, the subject of much physical 
suffering; gradually emaciated and died of marasmus. Number 
nine: The physical system of this patient was worn out, and her 
mental recovery was hopeless. Seven ofthese cases had, for a long 
time, been subjects of insanity and bodily infirmities. One had 
been, previously, an inmate of the old institution, many years be- 
fore, but recovered, and upon.a second attack, was returned, and 
after again recovering, was seized with the epidemic of which she 
died. One was brought to the hospital with delirium, and dying of 
disease. For nearly a year, (9th of November last,) but one death 
has occurred. | 
During the period of nineteen months, a larger number of the 
insane have been accommodated, than ever during the same period 
in this State. For more than twelve months, the male wards have 
been so crowded that we have been compelled to refuse admission 
to a great number who have applied. There are now sixty-two pa- 
tients in the male wards, while the accommodations are not suffi- 
cient for more than fifty. In order to accommodate all that it 
was possible to do, we have appropriated the sitting rooms оп“ the 
first and second floors of the wing, and many of the rooms on the 
third and fourth floors of the centre building, for sleeping apart- 
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ments.  Itis hazarding much to crowd the insane to the extent 
which we have been compelled to do. It not unfrequently pro- 
dites) epidemic disease, of the most virulent character.

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Even at the moderate established price for pay patients, it will 
be shown that a considerable per cent. of it, after their support, 
remains, which is appropriated to the support of the indigent in- 
sane patients. This resource, under the law giving the indigent the 
precedence, cannot be much longer calculated upon. When we 
consider the number of poor insane in the State, and their miserable 
condition, we can only account for the failure of their friends to 
make application, and demand their admission, alone upon the 
ground of their ignorance of the beneficent law enacted for their 
benefit. Just in proportion as this intelligence reaches them, will 
applications multiply, and in a short time, unless the capacity of the 
institution is greatly enlarged, every pay patient must be sent away 
to make room even for a fraction of the indigent insane in the State. 
It is clear that the old senatorial basis, which limited the number of 
State patients to fifty, under the,new law can no longer serve as a 
rule of appropriation for the support of the institution. Then, 
six thousand dollars was very properly regarded as a sufficient an- 
nual appropriation, bécause, under no circumstances, could the 
number to be supported exceed fifty. . 

Section thirteen of the act establishing this institution, says: 
“The courts of the State shall have power to commit to said hos- 
pital any person who has been charged with an offence, punishable 
by imprisonment or death, and who shall have been found to have 
been insane at the time that the offence was committed, and who 
still continues insane, and the expenses of said person, if in in- 
digent circumstances, shall be paid by the State.” | 

Five of this class are already in the institution. Three have 
been sent, during the present year, from a single Judicial District. 
It is true, the law says this class of patients shall be supported 
by the State, but the Comptroller decides that the original annual 
appropriation (six thousand dollars) is the only provision which the 
law has made. If, then, the original number of fifty, for whose sup- 
port six thousand dollars was annually appropriated, may at any 
time reach a hundred, (the present capacity of the institution,) it 
requires no argument to show that fifty patients are, by law, forced 
into the institution, for whose support no provision whatever is 
made. By law, indigent patients have precedence of those who 
can pay, and the institution is at any time liable to be filled with 
this class, and yet the courts are empowered to send those proved 
to be insane, who are charged with criminal offences, and it is the 
duty of the institution to receive them, while it may be impossible 
for it to do so. | 

The law provides that patients, under certain circumstances, must 
be discharged to make room for others. It also provides that pay- 
ments shall be made quarterly, in advance, for board, and a bond 
that the patient shall be removed when required, etc. These 
bonds, like others, may be good when, given and afterwards be- 
come worthless. Thus, there is one patient from Illinois, whose 
friends have paid nothing for his support for two years, and though 
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applied to repeatedly, they refuse either to pay or take the patient 
home. One from Mississippi, the institution has been compelled 
to support for a longer period, gratuitously, because her friends will 
neither pay for her support nor take her away. One from Missouri 
is similarly situated, not to mention many others who are residents 
of this State. The undersigned feels it to be his duty to indicate to 
your honorable body these difficulties, not doubting that the proper 
remedy will be applied. 

There are frequent applications for the admission of insane slaves, 
but no provision having been made by law for this class of patients, 
they could not be admitted. А small ward for such patients, separa- 
ted from the other wards, would be a humane provision, while they 
could never become a charge to the institation.

point of the{disease, when in reality, these habits were only some 
of the melancholy effects of deranged intellect.” 

The above explanation of Dr. Kirkbride, the able and experienced 
superintendent and physician of the Pennsylvania, Hospital for the 
Insane, so correctly and so fully point out the dificulties upon 
this subject, and so perfectly quadrate with our limited observation, 
that we have thought proper to quote them entire.

RECAPITULATION. 
From the Ist of March, 1852, to the 1st of October, 1853, a period 
of nineteen months, there have been accommodated, in the Ten- 
nessee Hospital for the Insane, one hundred and seventy-six pa- 
tients, of whom one hundred and eleven were males and sixty-five 
females. Of these, sixty occupied apartments in the old institu- 
ion prior to that time—thirty-nine males and twenty-one females. 
One hundred and sixteen have been admitted since that time, (Ist 
March, 1852,) of whom seventy-two were males and seventy-four

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The undersigned has alluded to the.unfinished condition of the 
buildings at the time he took possession, and would here add, that 
the farm was in wretched repair. It had been but imperfectly 
cultivated for some years ; the fences afforded but imperfect pro- 
tection, and many of the fields had become thoroughfares for 
neighborhood convenience. It was late in April, 1852, when he 
arrived, and preparations had to be made for a crop, at a season | 
when it should have been pitched. Under these disadvantages 
the crop raised, last year, was necessarily a short one. Still, there 
were cribbed one hundred barrels of corn, saved two thousand bun- 
dles of oats, eight tons of good hay, fifteen hundred bundles fodder, 
one hundred and fifty bushels sweet potatoes, twenty-five bushels 
Irish potatoes, besides a quantity of early vegetables. This crop 
was raised exclusively by the patients, under the supervision of an 
attendant. Since the 1stof January last, there has been erected 
two miles of cedar picketing fence, a road from the building to the 
pike partially graded, the grass plot, shrubbery and walks in front 
of the building arranged, and the cellar of the new wing, now being 
erected, dug out. There have been raised on the farm, three hun- 
dred and fifty barrels of corn, twenty thousand bundles of oats, 
fifteen thousand bundles of fodder, twelve tons of good hay, five 
hundred bushels of sweet potatoes, two hundred and fifty bushels 
of Irish potatoes, thirty bushels of peas, a great quantity of melons, 
cantelopes, garden vegetables in the greatest abundance, all in 
proper season and excellent quality. 

This work has been done by the patients, assisted by an at- 
tendant and two negro men. 

From seven to fifteen cows have been supported, and have 
yielded an abundance of good milk for the entire household. Du- 
ring the summer months, an abundance of butter has been supplied 
from the dairy. 

In connection with the steam engine employed to convey water 
to the building, there is a small patent mill, which prepares all the 
meal used in the establishment ; to which is now being added a cut- 
ting knife, to economize labor in feeding the stock. 

Clothes washing, for the insane, is a heavy item in the economy 
of a hospital, and when the labor is performed in the ordinary way. 
requires a large force. To abridge this labor, and the expense and 
inconvenience attendant upon it, there is now being erected alaun- 
dry, in which it will be performed by steam. Іп the basement of the 
laundry wil be placed a boiler, from which steam will be conduct- 
ed into a row of tubes, in‘which the clothes are boiled. When the 
clothes are clean, they are carried upon a dumb waiter to the up- 
per story of the laundry, where they are hung upon clothes horses, 
and rapidly dried by steam. | 

It must be understood, that patients work when they choose and 
quit when they choose. When they do choose to work, an attendant 
is always present, not to encourage them to work, but to see that 
they do not exert themselves any further than is regarded beneficial 
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to their bodily health. It is regarded only as a means of cure, and 
is thus properly classed with amusements. The rich and the poor 
assist alike in the labors of the farm and household, but such assist- 
ance is always voluntary. 

The female patients have made a great number of quilts, or com- 
fortables, and made up a large amount of clothing for themselves 
and the male patients. They, also, occasionally aid in the atten- 
tions necessary to the dining rooms of their own wards. To these 
amusements are added various games; back-gammon, chess, 
drafts, etc., within doors; and, in good weather, walking in the 
adjoining grove, where a swing has been erected, with which they 
are much delighted. То these amusements drives should be added, 
together with musical instruments, embracing a piano, which, 
so far, they have not had the means of enjoying. Suchas are fond 
of reading, are provided with books, magazines and newspapers. 

The male patients within doors, amuse themselves with music, 
back-gammon, cards, chess, drafts, etc. In pleasant weather, they 
take long rambles with the attendant, and often amuse themselves 
by fishing. 

On Sabbath days, many of them wait upon divine service in 
neighboring churches. Books, papers and magazines are provided 
for such as desire them. We have had service in the chapel of 
the institution as often as practicable in the absence of a regular 
chaplain. The institution is under great obligations for this ser- 
vice to the Rev. Charles Tomes, Rev. Dr. Edgar, Elder Т. Fan- 
ning, Rev. Mr. Cressy, Rev. Mr. Bryan, Elders J. В. Ferguson, 
Trott and Jones. 

The Superintendent begs to acknowledge, thus publicly, the obli- 
gations of the institution to Miss Dix, for a splendid copy of the Holy 
Bible; to Mrs. Judge Catron, for thirty volumes of valuable books, 
embracing three costly volumes of the “ History, Condition and 
Prospect of the Indian Tribes of the United States, by H. R. School- 
craft, L. L. D ;” to Mrs. Francis В. Fogg, for a number of books and 
periodicals; to the editors and publishers of the Daily Republican 
Banner, Union and American, True Whig, and Gazette, and of the 
South Western Christian Advocate, and Abingdon Virginian ; to 
Mrs. Charles Ready, Mrs. Dr. Wilson, and Mrs. Prof. C. K. Wins- 
ton, for shrubbery. 

His intercourse with the Trustees of the institution has been of 
the most agreeable character, while the officers of the institution 
have so faithfully discharged their duties as to ensure his respect 
and confidence. То the skill, kindness, and gentlemanly bearing 
of Dr. John L. Marshall, he cheerfully bears testimony. 

„То Mr. and Mrs. Chatfield, the former as steward, the latter as 
principal attendant in the female wards, for their unremitting at- 
tention to their arduous duties, the institution is greatly indebted 
for the order and harmony of its economy. They were formerly 
steward and matron of the New York State Asylum at Utica, where 
they eminently merited the high testimonials of faithtulness and 

142. 
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qualifications recorded in the reports of Dr. Brigham, the dis- 
tinguished superintendent of that institution. 

In conclusion, the undersigned, in justice to himself, begs per- 
mission to add, that, up to the period of his appointment, he had 
given the speciality of insanity only such attention as is common 
with the generality of practitioners. IIe was suddenly transplanted 
from a general and miscellaneous practice into a new field, without 
specific training or apprenticeship to its requirements. The build- 
ings were unfinished, and the appurtenances, like himself, new and 
untried, A large number of the patients submitted to his charge, 
were such as had accumulated years previous in the old asylum. 
Under all the circumstances of the case, therefore, the success which 
an overruling Providence has vouchsafed to him, thus far, while 
it fills him with gratitude, inspires him with a determination to do 
whatever industry and energy—under Providence—can achieve 
with the means at his disposal, for the amelioration of that class of 
unfortunate beings, which a God of mercy has submitted to his 
ministration.

By an act of the last Legislature, a further appropriation was 
made to the Cumberland and Stone's River Turnpike Company, of 
twelve thousand dollars, and the whole road was placed under the 
management of certain commissioners named in the act, who are 
required to report to the present General Assembly their proceed- 
ings therein. 

The Murfreesboro’ and Manchester Company was also placed, by 
the last Legislature, under the control and managment of certain 
commissioners, who, by the act appointing them, are required to 
report their proceedings therein. See acts of 1851-2, page 379. 

The Gallatin road, as I hear from one of its officers, is now out 
of debt, and some dividends of toll may be expected hereafter from 
that company. 

* Most of the other companies, not paying tolls, may be considered 
as unproductive investments, except so far as the construction of 
their roads may have enhanced the value of property along their

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REPORT. 


At the last session of the Legislature an Act was passed crea- 
ting the “Hospital of the State of Tennessee ;” and for that pur- 
pose the building known as the old Lunatie Asylum, with two 
acres of ground attached, was leased for the term of six years to 
the corporation'of the city of Nashville, upon the terms specified 
in the Act, that the building should be properly fitted up and pre- 
pared for the comfortable accommodation and treatment of the 
indigent sick of the city, and of the State of Tennessee, who might 
need the benefit of a hospital whilst in the city. In pursuance of 
the provision contained in the "th'section of the Hospital Act, the 
Mayor and Aldermen of the city, the legally constituted Trustees 
of the Institution, beg leave to submit to your honorable body this 
their first report. 

Soon after the passage of the Act referred to,'the Board of May- 
or and Aldermen, in behalf of the city of Nashville and of the 
State of Tennessee, accepted the property upon the terms specified, 
and proceeded forthwith to repair the premises, furnish the build- 
ing with all the necessary fixtures and furniture, employed a com- 
petent physician, assistant, nurses, &c., and placed the Institution 


‹ ја а suitable condition for the comfortable accommodation and 


treatment of the indigent sick. 

The Hospital was fully organized and went into successful ope- 
ration on the 8th day of September, 1852, A tabular statement 
of the number and character of cases admitted to the wards, to 


the 25th day of September, 1853, with the results of treatment, is 
herewith respectfully submitted. i

As it was probable that the number of patients applying for 
adinission to the wards of the Hospital would not be very large, 
for a few months at least, the Trustees did not think it necessary, for 
the present, to furnish more than the rooms on the first floor; the 
increase of patients for a couple of months past, however, will 
render it indispensable that more extensive accommedations should 
be prepared during the present fall and winter.

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According to the letter of the Act creating the Hospital, the 
charities of the Institution are limited to the poor citizens of Nash- 
ville, and of the State of Tennessee, who might need its bene- 
fits when accidentally sick in the city; thus excluding that im- 
mensely larger class of persons for whose benefit especially are 
Hospitels established in other cities. We allude to the strangers 
from other States, and foreigners from the Old World. For seve- 
ral years past this class of patients has been a serious burden upon 
the private charities of the community, especially during seasons 
of epidemic visitations. To exclude these patients from the bene- 
fits of the Hospital would necessarily throw them upon private 
charity, a burden whieh the establishment of the Hospitel seemed 
to have been intended to remove. We have, therefore, from the 
necessity of the case, been induced to admit, in many instances, 
this class of patients to the benefits of the Hospital. 

Occupying a central position—the capital and seat of Govern- 
ment of the State, the focal point of the longest lines of projected 
railway in the Mississippi valley, reaching to the Atlantic ocean, 
the Gulf of Mexico, the Mississippi and Ohio rivers—Nashville will 
soon be a point of attraction for a numerous foreign population, 
and the influx of transient strangers will be.immense. To pro- 
vide Hospital accommodations for the increasing number of poor 
patients from this source, as well as for ailroad accidents, will ren- 
der the support of a great public Charity exceedingly onerous to the 
city of Nashville, unless aided by State patronage. 

This is a State Institution, and its future officiency and success 
will depend in a great measure upon your fostering care and at- 
tention. We, therefore, іп behalf of the city and State, commend 
its claims to your liberal consideration, and earnestly appeal to 
your honorable bodies to devise such means as your wisdom may 
suggest, to assist us in its support. Respectfully submitted.

The above companies pay 6 per cent. on the estimated value. 
except the three last named. Under an act passed Feb. 4th, 1848, 
the name of the Hiwassee Railroad Company was changed to that 
of East Tennessee and Georgia Railroad Company. The same 
act appointed commissioners to determine upon the real value of 
the work on said road, and to fix the value of the stock of the in- 
dividual stockholders and of the State, in conformity with the value 
of the work done. d. 

At the date of this examination, the State had issued Bonds to 
the road, amounting ‘to $449,000; this stock was reduced by the 
‘commissioners to $224,500. There has since been issued in Bonds 
of the State, for stock in the road, the sum of $201,000, making 
the amount of $425,500 in stock now owned by the State, which I 
have valued at 70 cents in the dollar. The valuation of this 
stock, and that in the last two Turnpike Companies in the above 
list, is made on the opinion of those intimately acquainted with 
the condition of the roads.

About eighty-two miles of the East Tennessee and Georgia 
Railroad are completed, and the State has a lien on the road, cars, 
depots, &c., to secure the payment of the interest, and the bonds 
when they mature. This distance of the road cost the company 
near two miltions of dollars. A recent report of the President of 
the road, shows that the Agricultural products of that section of 
the State, and the rich minerals recently discovered, have enabled 
the company to realize handsome profits in transporting those 
articles, and it is hardly possible that the State will ever have any 
portion of the interest or principal to pay. 

The Nashville and Chattanooga Railroad Company have about 
one hundred and twenty miles completed, at a cost of two and 2 
half millions of dollars. The State has a lien upon one hundred 
and twenty miles of this road, and is equally secure asin the case 
of the East Tennessee and Georgia Road. 

The Memphis and Charleston Road have completed fifty-three 
miles, at a cost of about eight hundred thousand dollars. The State 
has a lien asin other cases above named. This road penetrates the 
richest agricultural portion ofthe State. The branch from Moscew 


‚ to Sommerville, a distance of thirteén miles, has been very ргой- 


table, and would, 1 have no doubt, be worth to the State, the whole 


amount of bonds issued to the company for the entire road com- 


pleted. 
The East Tennessee and Virginia Road has not completed any 


‚ section of the road. The last reports of the President, Secretary 


and Treasurer, show that the work is rapidly progressing. The 
company have promptly paid the interest on the bonds loaned by 
the State. The same lien on the road, cars, &c., exists to secure 
the State as in the other cases above named. The amount of stock 
taken by individuals along the line of the road, and the importance 
of this link in the great chain of railway, renders it absolutely cer- 
tain that the State is safe in the amount of liability incurred to 
aid the company. 

Under the Act authorising the issuance of bonds to the Mississip- 
piand Dyersburg Plank Road, the Judge of the circuit court of that 
district appointed a commissioner to assess the value of real estate 
to the amount of forty thousand dollars, on which a lien or mortgage 
was taken. The State hasalso a lien on the road, gates, tolls and 
fixtures, as security for the payment of the bonds received. This 
company, I understand from a reliable source, will complete the 
work, but will probably ask for longer time. 
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It is ascertained that the amount of Bonds will ђе more than 
sufficient to complete the road, and I learn that a bill has already 
passed one branch of the General Assembly, giving the corpora- 
tors the privilege of returning to the State such portion as may be 
ascertained will not be needed, 

The existing revenue laws provide for the payment of the inter- 
est on all the Bonds of the State, and for this reason I have confined 
this report to the habilities of the State, without taking into ас- 
count the interest.

Gentlemen of the Senate and- House of Representatives: 


There has been transmitted by the Governor of the State of 
Georgia, to this department, through the Hon. John D. Stell, a Mes- 
sage of the Governor to the Legislature of that State, and two reso- 
lutions adopted in conformity with the recommendation thereof, 
together with a letter requesting that the Message and resolutions 
be laid before your honorable body at the earliest moment conveni- 
ent—all of which is herewith most respectfully transmitted. The 
Message and resolutions will fully explain the nature and character 
of the object intended to be accomplished. 

The Hon. John D. Stell, who bas been appointed commissioner 
on the part of the State of Georgia, is here in person, and if desired, 
no doubt will give any explanation that may Бе required by the Le- 
gislature, outside of the’ Message and resolutions herewith -trans- 
mitted. : 

It will be perceived by the Legislature, from an examination of the 
documents, that the question raised by the State of Georgia is one 
of no ordinary character, and demands the calm and deliberate con- 
sideration of the Legislature, in advance of any definite action 
which may be had. On the one hand, we should take great саге to 
cultivate that amity which should always exist between members of 
the same confederacy, and especially so between two adjoining 
sovereignties, whose commercial and other relations are so closely 
and intimately identified. There should, and no doubt will be on

your part, every disposition manifested in the settlement of this 
question, that comports with the honor and dignity of the State. 
On the other hand, we should be equally careful in not compromit- ` 
ting any right or privilege guarantied to our citizens by the organic 
law ofthe land. Whether the Legislatureis clothed with the power 
to transfer by law, a citizen of the State of Tennessee to the courts 
of the State of Georgia, for remedy for an injury done him in Ten- 
nessee, in his goods, lands, person or reputation, and if clothed with 
the power, the expediency or propriety of doing so, is a question of 
grave and important consideration, and your attention is therefore 
most respectfully called to the 17th section of the first article of the 
constitution of this State. | 

lt is hoped that prompt and efficient steps will be taken on the 
part of the Legislature, to meet the State of Georgia in that spirit 
of comity which is indicated on her part, and which should always 
characterize two sister States in adjusting differences of opinion, 
arising out of any former legislation or intercourse, and which will 
lead toa satisfactory arrangement of all their existing difficulties, 
and a continuance of that friendship which will promote their com- 
mercial, agricultural and other relations so essential to their future 
peace and prosperity.

These suits are commenced. by virtue of à special statute of Ten- 
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nessee, designed, по doubt, to apply particularly. to the гоад.. 1 
have not'been able to obtain a copy of the Acts of 1852, in our li- 
brary ; but, lam furnished with a transcript from the law auth bri- 
zing these suits, іп a private letter, which I have no doubt is correct. 
lt is as follows: | | а 

“ Вг it enacted, That when any railroad extends into this State 
from an adjoining State, and the president or head officer of said 
road resides beyond the limits of Tennessee, a right of action for the 
redress of any injury caused by, or for any claim, or demand against 
the corporation, ‘company, propriétor, or.railroad, shall exist in this 
State, in any court of judicial tribunal- having jurisdiction thereof, 
against such road, proprietor or company, and process may be 
served upon any depot agent of such road residing in this State in 
the absence of the President or head officer ofsaid road. And the 
jndgment which шау be rendered against the company or road, іп 
the name by which it transacts its business, and the property, real 
and personal, belonging to such company or road within the limits 
of this State, shall be liable to the satisfaction of said judgment. 
The 8th section provides that no statute of limitations shall be a bar, 
where the head officer resides out of the State of Tennessee. Laws 
of Tennessee, 1851-2, 337. | 

Under this act many suits have already been commenced, and 
several more likely to be, involving large amounts, and necessarily 
leading to expensive, annoying and protracted litigation. ' 

In Tennessee, the Magistrates’ Courts have jurisdiction for sums 
as high as fifty dollars, Hence, you will perceive, that the road is 
liable to be impleaded even in Justice’s Courts іп Tennessee: Weil 
might my predecessor say: “We have а right to complain ‘of. this 
proceeding on the part'of our neighbors, аз it was principally to 
gratify them that the doors of our own courts were thrown open to 
claimants against the State Road.” Irepeat the complaint, and 
would ask whether the causes that provoke it are to be perpetual ? 
Can it be believed, that the fraternal and neighborly feelings which 
should characterize the intercourse of conterminous sister States 
are to bejeoparded without an effort to prevent it? Canit be pos- 
sible that Tennessee will persist in a policy which presents the hu- 
miliating spectacle of a sovereign State impleaddd at the tribunal 
of a Justice’s Court in her own jurisdiction ? She will not, ifthe 
subject shall be fairly represented before her enlightened represen- 
tatives. Or, if she should, it is to be hoped that Georgia, animated 
by a proper sense of self respect, and a regard for her own rights, 
will adopt such measures of redress or prevention as will save her 
for the future, from further annoyance. 

I would not suggest any: harsh action on our part. I would not 
utter a word which could be construed into a menace. : That would 
be as unworthy of Georgia asit would be unkindto Tennessee. I 
would advise to nothing that would endanger our friendly relations 
with her; but, on the contrary, that we should exhaust every method 
of courteous negotiation.. This is the spirit by which we should be 
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actuated. But, still, this General Assembly should not adjourn, un- 

til, in its wisdom, it has adopted the initiatory steps for a friendly 

negotiation with Tennessee upon this important subject. I there- 

fore, respectfully recommend to the Legislature to designate by law, 

_ the location of the head of the Western and Atlantic Railroad, and 
the place where all suits shal] be commenced against it. 

Т would further submit, respectfully, to the Legislature, that it 
would be wise to authorize the appointment of one or more com- 
missioners to repair immediately to the Legislature of Tennessee, 
now іп session, with instructions to procure if possible, the repeal of 
the obnoxious law of February 26th, 1852, and in its place, such 
reciprocal legislation as, would save us from future collision, and 
perpetuate our fraternal intercourse. 

Tennessee has a line of railroad extending into Georgia, over as 
much or more territory than our State road traverses within her 
jurisdiction. Itis believed, that this fact alone may be made the 
basis of a successful and happy negotiation. It suggests a very ` 
simple and it would seem, a just proposition to Tennessee. Let it 
be understood and agreed between the two States, that all suits 
that may be necessary, by the citizens of the one to enforce claims 
against arailroad, built or chartered by the other, shall be brought 
in the State that chartered or builtthe same reciprocally. This will 
settle the whole difficulty. Ifthis view should strike your minds as 
sound and judicious. it is believed that it may be carried into effect, 
by the appointment of the suggested Commission. 

This department, however, is wedded to no particular plan. I 
believe something must be done. It is a matter of paramonnt im- 
portance ; and it will afford me great pleasure to co-operate in and 
zealously to carry into effect, any planof adjustment with the State 
of Tennessee, which you in your wisdom may adopt.

sage herein referred to, and a copy of this Report and Resolutions,

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REPORT, 


The Joint Select Committee of the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives, to whom was referred the message of his Excellency the 
Governor, together with accompanying documents, on the subject 
of the intercourse, by railroad, between the States of Tennessee and 
Georgia, have had the same under consideration, and beg leave to 
submit the following report : | 

They regret that, owing to the late period of the session, and the 
press of other business, they are unable to give the subject that in- 
vestigation which its importance demands, They are fully sensible 
of the many difficult and delicate questions that are presented ; and 
in their judgment, any legislative action upon this subject should be 
deliberate and well considered. The Legislature of Georgia having 
adjour,ned and the 6th day of this month having been agreed upon 
as the day. for the adjournment of this General Assembly, it is evident 
that no legislation of the kind desired by Georgia can be adopted at 
this session. Should it be thought advisable for the States of Geor- 
gia and Tennessee to enter upon such reciprocal legislation as 
would tend to preserve those fraternal feelings which ought, and 
we trust will ever exist between the two States, this can be done at 
the next regular sessions of their Legislatures. 

The Legislature of Georgia having adjourned without. enacting 
any law designed to be reciprocal, it cannot be expected, that the 
Legislature of Tennessee would, at this time, and under existing 
circumstances, deem it prudent to enter upon such legislation. Du- 
ring next year, the Legislatures of the two States will be in session 
at the same time, when any such legislation as may be deemed ad- 
visable, may be safely and prudently undertaken. 

The State of Tennessee has every desire to remait upon terms of 
the utmost amity with her sister State of Georgia; at the same 
time, she desires %о.ргеветуе unimpaired the rights of her own citi- 
zens, and to secure to them, by due course of law, ample remedies 
for all injuries done them in person or property. 
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The act complained of by the Governor of Georgia, іп his mes. 
sage to the Legislature of that State, which message has been trans. 
mitted to this General Assembly, applies to all railroads extending 
into this from adjoining States, where the President or head officer 
resides beyond the limits of thisState, This act does not apply ex- 
clusively to the Western and Atlantic Railroad, and is considered 
necessary to give our citizens prompt redress in our own courts for 
injuries done them in our own State. It is a matter of great doubt 
whether the Legislature of Tennessee can require citizens of this 
State to go into another State to seek redress for injuries done 
them within the limits of Tennessee. 

The seventeenth section :of the first article of our Constitution 
says, “ that all courts shall be open, and every man for an injnry 
done him, in his lands, goods, person, or reputation, shall have re- 
medy by due course of law without sale, denial, or delay.” It would 
certainly subject citizens of Tennessee to great inconvenience and 
delay, even if it would not seriously affect their rights, to compel 
them to seek redress in the courts of another State for injuries sus- 
tained in Tennessee. The same remarks are applicable to citizens 
of Georgia, who might be compelled to institute suits in the courts 
of this State for injuries done them in theirown State. We say this 
is a grave question, worthy the serious consideration of the Legis- 
latures of both States, before entering upon a system of reciprocal 
legislation. There are several railroads which are either now or 
soon will be running into Tennessee, the President or head officers 
of which reside beyond the limits of the State; among these are 
the Memphis and Charleston road, which is now running sixty-three, . 
and soon will be running forty-three miles more in this State, and 
also, the Mobile and Ohio railroad, which will extend from the 
southern to the northern border of this State, a distance of over a. 
hundred miles. The act passed 26th February, 1852, of which the 
Governor of Georgia complains is a general law, demanded by the 
necessities of our situation, and is deemed essential to the protec- 
tion of the rights of our citizens. It only applies the same princi- 
ples of law to railroads, which are dpplied to all other foreign incor- 
porationsin this State. Whether the Western and Atlantic railroad, 
being exclusively a State work, is a corporation we do not deem it 
necessary to determine. We are, however, inclined to think that 
there is a material difference between the sovreignty of Georgia 
and the Western and Atlantic railroad. It is true that the Western 
and Atlantic railroad has never been expressly incorporated, and 
that it is exclusively the property of the State of Georgia, but when- 
ever a State undertakes to become a common carrier and engages 
in the business of transporting freight and passengers, does it not 
become subject to all the liabilities of any other common carrier, 
and is it not tothat extent, and forthat purpose, divested of its sove- 
reignty? We say this is an important and grave legal question, the 
decision of which properly belongs to the Judicial tribunals of the 
country. But even if the Western and Atlantic railroad is not a

Again, an act:was passed by the Tennessee Legislature, Feb- 
ruary 3, 1848, conferring upon. the State of Georgia in the con- 
struction of the Western and Atlantic railroad all the rights and 
privileges and «subjecting it to all the restrictions of the Nashville 
and Chattanooga Railroad Company. We may then ask, do not 
these acts make the Western and Atlantic railroad a corporation in 
Tennessee, no matter what may be its character in Georgia? We 
must look to Tennessée legislation to determine the character of this 
road in Tennessee, for it is only by force of Tennessee law that it 
has a legal existence in this State. We say again, these are grave, 
legal questions which it is more proper for the courts of the country 
than for the Legislature to decide. If it be true that the Western 
and Atlantic road, being a State work, is, by virtue of the sove- 
reignty of Georgia, exempt from all liability to suit in the courts of 
this State, we havé no doubt the courts of Tennessee will so decide. 
We feel assured that ample and complete justice will be done to 
Georgia by the courts of Tennessee, and that her rights and her 
sovereignty will be treated. with that respect, and reccive that con- 
sideration to which they are entitled. * The East Tennessee and 
Georgia railroad, in which this State is largely interested as a stock- 
holder, besides having a lien upon the whole work extends into the 
State of Georgia about as far as the Western and Atlantic road 
extends into Tennessee. Against this road suits have recently 
been brought, and are still pending in the courts of Georgia. Of 
this we do not complain. We have every confidence that the 
East Tennessee and Georgia road will obtain ample and complete 
justice in the courts of our sister State. "We claim for the Judicial 
Tribunals of Tennessee the same impartiality, integrity and ability, 
which we freely accord to those of Georgia ; and we doubt not the 


result of the suits now pending against the Western and Atlantic.

State. Should, however, any legislation become necessary to pre-

wae examination of the table of Mortuary Statistics exhibits a 
large per centum of deaths, particularly within the first year. The 
Board cannot refrain from remarking, in justice to their administra- 
tration of the Hospital, as well as fairly to present the healthfulness 
of the point where it is located, in a proper light, that the main 
cause of this mortality is to be found in the inadequacy of the Insti- 
tution to meet allthe demands upon it. The limited means at com- 
mand compel the Board to confine the admissions to only the worst 
and most destitute cases. А largely increased fund from some 
source, or the erection of a limited State Hospital at this point for 
the use of that large class of sick whose accommodation was not 
contemplated by the law creating this institution, is loudly demand- 
ed, alike by its necessities and by humanity. Even were the relief 
pointed out this last suggestion obtained, there would still be press- 
ing need of a much larger appropriation in order to the fulfilment 
of the States philanthropic designs towards her own citizens. 
We would, in this behalf, earnestly invoke your special attention 
and liberality. 3 
In conclusion, we would remark, that we have preserved the ог- 
ganization which we found in operation, on entering upon the du- 
ties assigned us, by keeping separate and distinct the functions of 
Superintendent and Physician. The experience of our predecessors, 
as well as the convictions of our best judgment, approved it. 
Respectfully referring your honorable body to the documents in 
accompanying appendix for such further minutes of information as 
may be desired,

The Hospital physician is desirous of appending a few remarks to 
the above statistical report, with a view to show how far it furnishes 
a just representation of the vital and mortuary statistics of the re- 
gion of country in which it is situated. 

The Memphis Hospital receives its patients, partly from the city 
4 cf Memphis, partly from the transient river population, and in a very 
small degree, from the country around Memphis. The first and 
j most important question which arises, is, how far the vital statistics. 
3 of Memphis itself are represented by our reports? Тһе great diffi- 
4 culty of ascertaining this, is the fact, of these reports, being inex- 
| tricably complicated with those relating to the river population. 
1 One instanee aloue will clearly show this: 

y The last quarter in the present report gives 18) cases of disease 
1 treated, with 49 deaths; this wouid show the quarter commencing 
| July, 1858, to Бе the most sickly quarter that has occurred during 
| the two years included, except that commencing October. 1852; 
| while the universal report of the city of Memphis during that period 
| is one of unusual salubrity ; the difficulty vanishes at once, when it 
| is stated that 53 of the cases treated, and.34 of the deaths, were

cases of yellow fever, and that not one of these originated in Mem- 
phis: all having been put сп shore by boats, bringing them fron: the 
infected city of New Orleans. Кои! these be deducted. (leaving " 
other cases from abroad unmentioned) the number of deaths for 
that quarter, will be reduced to 15, being the lowest mortality exhi- 
bited by any quarter, except one, during the two years; while if they 
be included, it becomes the highest, except one, 

But secondly, if the cases from abroad were excluded, could the 
Hospital Reports then be considered as a correct representation of 
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the mortuary statistics of Memphis? For several reasons they could 
not. From peculiar circumstances, the Hospital receives as а gen- - 
eral thing, only the very worst cases of disease which the city can 
furnish. Patients received from Memphis are admitted by an order 
from the Mayor, the corporation becoming responsible for the ex- 
penses while they are in the Hospital. Whether from motives of 
econoiny, or otherwise, these orders have generally been given, un- 
der the one or other of the following circumstances : either, that 
the patient is in a stateof extreme necessity, from sickness and des- 
titution, disabling him for along while from supplying himself with 
the necessaries of life, or, that he is at the point of death, with no 
decent place to die in. So that the Hospital is in the one case, 
treated as a Poor House, and in the other as a grave yard. ! Those 
milder cases which in other llospitals, would, by increasing the 
number of cures. diminish the per centage of mortality. are either 
treated by private physicians, whose prescriptions are dispensed by 
the city apothecaries, or receive the necessary attention at the 
Dispensary of the Medical College. Thus the great staple of dis- 
ease furnished to the Hospital by the city, is made up of desperate 
cases, and chronic diseases, which have resisted all out door treat- 
ment, till the patient’s means have,become exhausted. 

In addition to this, the means of treating patients when they get 
there, is very inadequate, owing to the scanty resources of the Insti- 
tution. Only two nurses have ever been employed inthe Memphis 
Hospital, and as attendance at night is constantly required, as well 
as by day, one of these has to rest, while the other works, leaving 
the greater part of the day, only the very inadequate services of 
one attendant, for from 25 to 40 patients. 

Again, there is no resident house surgeon employed, so that pa- 
tients brought into the Hospital after the physician has made his 
visits have to remain untreated until he can be found. Itisa 
strong practical comment upon the evil of this defect, that during 
the two years included in the present report, 85 patients have died, 
within the first 24 hours, after their admittance into the Hospital. 

To conclude, the physician respectiully suggests the following, as: 
alterations absolutely necessary, if the Hospital is to be put on the 
sume footing with other similar institutions in the United States : 

Ist. That two should be added to the number-of the nurses. 

9d. That a resident house surgeon should be appointed, who 
might be a medical student, under the instructions of the physician. 

24. Thata vehicle be provided forconveying patients promptly 
and commodiously, from the place where they are sick to the Hos- 
pital, and not have them as they are now, brought upon the common 
drays, in the worst stages of cholera and yellow fever, from the 
boats to the Hospital, a distance of nearly a mile. 

4th. That the finances of the institution, and its relations with the 
city authorities, be placed upon such a footing, that all cases of 
pauper sickness, can without delay, be admitted to the benefits of 
its resourees.

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Nore 1. The items іп the foregoing amounts for sending persons 


away to other points, were paid in discharging patients who had . 


been a long time in the Hospital, without any material benefit. 
The small sums thus expended in complying with their wishes ot 
being near friends, was a saving to the institution, by shortening 
the propable time of their stay. 

Nore 2. The money received from Dr. Smith, Hospital Physi- 
cian, was derived from the 50 cents per diem charged all patients 
who, being ableto pay, sought admission to the Hospital as a choice 
over being sick in boarding houses. The Physician's salary has been 
paid out of this fund—it being collected by him. Hence the dis- 


parity between the apparent balance of the Treasurer’s several state- - 


ments, and the real balance in hand—the real balance being three 
thousand nine hundred and seventy-six 27-100 dollars, while the ap- 
parent balance is some hundreds less, A final adjustment of this 
account, at the end of the quarter, will remove this disparity, and 
make the figures harmonize with the fact,

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REPORT OF THE 


JUDICIARY COMMITTEE, ON BILL 49. 


The Committee on the Judiciary have had under consideration 
bill, No. 49, concerning the removal of seats of justice, and beg leave 
to report that having given it a careful examination, and having ap- 
plied toit the rule of the Constitution, they ar» unanimously of 
opinion that the passage of the billis not warranted. but is express- 
ly forbidden by the Constitution. A part of the 4th section of Article 
10 of the v onstitution says, that “ће seats of justice in the counties 
of Rhea, Carter, Tipton, and Dyer shall not be removed without 
the concurrence of two-thirds of both branches of the Levislature. 
The bill before the committee provides that the seat of justice in 
any county may be removed upon the vote of amajo-ity of the 
qualified voters of the county being polled for it, upon an order of 
the county court, &c. Your committee would siate that by virtue 
ofan act, passed’ December 12th, 1851, entitled “An аз t» perma- 
nently establish the seat of justice of Tipton county, a vote was had
